By Bill Introduced in 
Parliament

Amendment to Chinese Immi

Ottawa, .luno 17. — In the liou.ie tliia 
morning Hon. Mr. Fl.sher introduced 
tlio government's civil service refunn 
bill. Mr. Fraser made an explanation 
of the principal features of the bill, 
its introduction of the system of ex- 
amanation, appointment and promotion 
by merit, reclassification of*tho entire 
public service of .the Dominion and 
the changes in salaries which this will 
Involve. C 

The most important reform of all 
Is the establishment of an. indepen- 
dent civil service, commission, which 
1^1 to n.ssunie the control of examina- 
tions for entrance into the service, 
and to carry out the now system by 
appointment by merit alter competi- 
tive examinations. The commis.sion 
would have i)o\ver to mal-ce rcsulatlous 
and control examinations and an-aiiE(!- 
menta for carrying out it.s work. It 
was intended tliat iho commission 
should be oompoaed of two, and tliat 
they would luivi> tlio yalaries, and 
tenure of office of deputy ininlster.s. The 
eounnisbion would recommend tlie 
necessary officcr.s and the staff which 
would be rctjuired for the carrying 
out of their worlc. 

It was i)roposed to bring all of the 
departmental .service at Ottawa Into 
the hands of the inside .service. It will 
also provide for bringing under the 
rules of the civil service any outside 
scrvioo by ordor-in-councll. 

Tlio second important reform was 
that entrance into tlic civil service 
would bo by open competitive extmi- 
natlon and nominations to the service 
to be in the order of merit only, un- 
der control of tho commission. When 
about to hold an 'examination tlic com- 
mission- .would advertise, stating how 
many,, and -,>vh£vt eharaoter oLappoiiit- 
mcnta'Hviarrta'Brnmafer--'-"^-'^''^"''^*" 

Mr. Borden. ^ohKratulated') tho ->gov.^ 
ornniont on adopting: onei;of tho planlta 
of his jilatfonn, He regretted that tho 
bill did not provide for the restoration 
of superannuation allowances for civil 
servants. 

At tho nftdrnoon session the Hou-se 
went into committee on the Chlne.so 
immlgriitlon act amendment. It pro- 
vides that tlio head tax of $000 may be 
paiil at the point of destination in 
stead of the point of entry. Mr. Berg 
cron wanted to know tho reason for 
till! cliani;e and Mi\ IMaepherson ex- 
plained that it was to allow the other 
provinces to share in the head tax. 
Personally ho was not in favor of the 
amendment. Another amendment cK- 
einpts the students of any higher in- 
stitution of learning or students un- 
Kcventocn years of age from jiay- 
ment of the tax. Mr. Slacplierson ob- 
Jecteil to this, as It left a loop-hole, 
and Dinican Koss agreed witli him. Tlio

C, P. R. Branch to Lacombe 

Winnipeg, June 17.— The C. P. H. 
have decided to proceed at once with 
further construction on the Moose 
Jaw-Lacombc lirancli. This branch, 
which will be one of the largest and 
most iinportaiU in western Canada, 
runs from ^Alooso Jaw on the main 
line to Laeombo on the Calgary-Ed- 
monton branch near Calgary, through 
a practically new country and one well 
known to be of great aBrlcultl^ral 
value. This liranch has already about 
30 miles of steel laid out of Moose 
Jaw, but in the dull times woric was 
stopped, '.but will now bo pushed to 
completion. 



Ottawa, June 17.— At the Inquiry 
into marine department affairs yes- 
terday afternoon Mr. Watson, counsel 
for the department, called a number 
of officials in reply to thi! strictures 
of the civil service commission. They 
practically felt that either their 
honesty or their efficiency had been 
reflected upon, and he wished to place 
their side upon record, so that they 
might go on with their work without 
tear of interruption. 

Dr. C. H. Gaudln, head of tho marine 
hospital service, said ho had no 
knowledge of dishonest acts on the 
part of any official In tho department 
or of inefficiency In organization. 
' Regius Roy, in charge of the sta- 
tionery branch of the department, had 
seen nothing in the department to 
arou.so suspicion, and knew of no 
favoritism to tho deputy by outsiders. 

Capt. McElhenny, nautical adviser, 
had heard rumors of things going on 
In the department, but itncw nothing 
of them i)errionally. 

C. F. Doutre, former superintendent 
of government w'ireless atatlons, now 
sole purcha-^lng agent of the depart- 
ment, said ho used the patronage list 
when he could got 'fair competition. 
He would not regard three or four 
on tho list as sufficient to give fair 
competition. Ho would regard ten^as 
likely to give tho competition he de- 
sired, but everything would depend on 
the nature of the goods to be pur- 
chased and tho cjuailty. He had been 
told there were a number of Conser- 
vatives on tho list, but he knew noth- 
ing of the politics of any one on tho 
list. Personally, ho believed tho de- 
partment should bo able, to purchase 
its-own supplies at closer figures than 
any private individual. Asked as to 
Irregularities in tho department, lie 
said hc^,knevvr.of oaseii whjH-e; advances 

goods before : actual delivery took 
place. He had hoard of the Marconi 
company giving stock to some mem- 
bers of the staff of tho department, 
but ho did not know wh-o they were. 

B. F. Fraser, as.slstant engineer of 
the department, know nothing of tlie 
influences which had secured the j)o- 
sltlon of commissioner of lighthouses 
to J. F. Fraser. It was quite apparent 
In tho department that there was some 
friction consequent upon J. F. Fraser's 
promotion. The reason possibly was 
due to Chief Engineer Anderson being 
ignored in the appointment. The pur- 
chase of diaphones was commenced 
by Col. Anderson. He had called An- 
derson's personal attention to what he 
considered' the unreasonable cliargo of 
$4, COO for a diaphone that cost $-100 
or $500, but Anderson said he thought 
the prices fair. 

When the Inquiry was resumed this 
morning, Judge Cassels suggested 
that the diaphone signal contracts 
should bo thoroughly probed, .as it 
seemed a matter of grave Importance. 
During the iiast throe or four years 
$150,000 profits had gone into tlio 
pockets of the Canadian Fog Signal 
company. A nianufactarer might bo 
allowed to charge fifty per cent, as a 
reasonable profit, but allowing $400 as 
the cost of apparatus and $100 for 
royalties, the cost would be 1600, and 
the government had paid $4,600. 
Transactions betvi'ecn the government 
and the company showed tliat where 
$25,000 should have been paid for sig- 
nals the government had actually p.ald 
$l,'iO,000. Possibly the government had 
been working under a misconception 
ns to cost, but In any event an un- 
usual profit had been made in the 
trnnsactions, and If more than a rea- 
sonable price was charged the gov- 
ernment, under the patent law, had 
lt;-elf the rlglit to manufacture. 

Auditor General Fraser was exam- 
ined by Mr. Watson. Asked as to any 
Irregularttles on the part of Deputy 
Minister Gourdeau, witness said he 
noticed want of control of tiie busi- 
ness of the department in its organi- 
zation. Frequently he had hlm.self 
called attention to prices palil for 
goods, and tho lack of calling for ten- 
dors. He regarded the purchase of 
silverware for the steamer Montcalm 
us unnecess.ary. The deputy minister 
had sometliing to do with this, and 
ho had many conversations with him 
regarding the matter, Mr. ]i"raser com- 
plained of officials putting in accounts 
occasionally without proper vouchers, 
and nientltmed Deputy Minister Gour- 
deau and Commissioner of Light- 
houses J. F. Fraser as Instances. In 
IFraser's accounts It had later been 
found that Mr. Merwln, of Montreal, 
had been paid too much for goods ho 
had furnished. Witness said he had 
no faith in some of Commander Spain's 
certificate.^, and when pressed for In- 
stances said Sp.aln's accounts had 
shown that he 'sometimes put In ao- 
• :ounts for traveling when he was in 
the city. In 1905, for instance, ho liad 
to refund $S0O or '900 as overcharges. 
He under.stood these accounts had 
been Initialled by Gourdeau. 

Judge Ca.ssels said sucli cases 
should have been reported to the mln- 
l.titer at once. Mr. I'^raser said It wa.s 
reported to Gourdeau, and he should 
have done so. He had hlmscdf, how- 
cvev, mentioned it to the minister. 

:\Ir. Watson said that if such an 
overcharge were put In the matter 
•should have been put into tho hands 
of th'3 countv crown attorney, but Mr. 
li'rascr said he had not the authority 
to do that, as Ills administrative duties 
were nil.

WATCHING EVENTS 
AT THE GDNVENTION 

President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Taft Keep in Close 
Touch With Chicago' 



Washington, Juno 17. — With every 
Incident In the great gathering at Chi 
cago flashed to them on direct wires. 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Taft kept in constant touch today with 
tho Republican national convention. 
They had ;( brief conference, an.l each 
wound up the afternoon by driving 
into the suburbs. 

While tho convention wa.? still In 
session, all day long, tho wires brought 
news oi what was happening In the 
convonrTon. There were direct tele- 
graph circuits from the convention 
hall Into the executive offices of the 
White House and tho private office of 
Secretary Taft, and a long distance 
telephone in "Mr. Taft's^ office as well. 
These permitted ready communication 
with the convention loaders. Confi- 
dential telegraph and telephone men 
wore on duty at tlie Cliica.go ends of 
tlie wires, and not a move was made 
on the floor of tlie Immense hall that 
was not almost Instantaneously re- 
ported to Washington. 

Apparently disinterested In tho mat- 
ters of the day's proceedings, Mr. and 
I\rrs. Roosevelt drove from the White 
Houso late In the afternoon to the 
vicinity of Bock creek, northwest of 
tho city, whero the.v mounted horses 
and cantered over tho smooth bridle 
paths amid tho wild scenery that 
characterizes the park. They left 
just after tlie great ovation to Mr. 
Roosevelt' had exh,aii.= ted Itself, follow- 
ing 45 minutes of continued cheering. 
The President read tho bulletins from 
the convention while 'dros.slng for his 
ride, and after .Secretary Taft, who 
liart to see him while the excitement 
was at its height, had gone back to 
tho war department. Air. Taft also 
went out driving without awaiting for 
the convention to adjourn. 

Chicago, Juno 17. — It is said tonight 
that I'rosident Roosevelt himself was 
an actual listener to tho wild demon- 
strations of entliusiasm which greeted 
ills name In tho convention this after- 
noon. Remarkablo as this may seem, 
It 1.5 accounted for by tho following 
circumstance.-?. Hangiiig ten feet 
above the heads of the, delegations,

Ac- 
cording to the rfiportii tonight one 
of tho xvires was cut Into tho White 
House early this afternoon, and the 
President In person, witli tlio receiver 
to his ear, caught tho words of Lodge 
as ho electrified tho. assemblage, .and 
the shouts which followed for fully 
forty-flvo minutes. It is Kald, mcu'e- 
over, that the President, pleased with 
tlie demonstration, made his feelings 
known to .'•■ome of the leader.s here, 
and then, contented with tho outcome,' 
went out to drive.

ROOSEVELT INTERRUPTION 



Fairbanks- Declines Nomin- 
ation for Vice-Presi-' .i 
dency " -': 



Chicago, Juno 17. — Tho second day- 
of tho Republican National convention 
lias brought the long expected Roose- 
velt yell, a whirlwind enthushtsni 
which raged within the vast amphi- 
theatre of the coliseum for full forty- 
live minutes today, and for a tlmo 
presented to the timid the sceptre of 
a Roosevelt stampede. 

This demonstration was decidedly 
the feature of a day otherwise notablo 
for a stirring speech from the per- 
manent chairman of tho convention. 
Senator; Henry Cabot Lodge, of Mass-, 
achusetts* for>praptlcal procedure In 
placing the convention on '' a atnooth 
running basis, and for the -flnal de- 
feat of the plan to reduce the repres-' 
entatlqn of tho southern states at fu-- 
ture national conventions. 

Probably tho most Important act of 
the day, and tho one having tho 
greatest signllicance, was the adoption 
of the report of tho committee on 
credentials seating tho Taft dele- 
gates practically in toto. If there had 
been any lingering doubt of the Taft 
strength, It disappeared before this 
decisive action, whiph in effect placed 
upwards of 700 delegates In. the Taft 
column. Next In Importance was the 
final acceptance of this result by the 
"Allies" without the formality of" a 
dlsaentlng minority report and with- 
out carrying the question to the floor 
of the convention, an open llglit- on 
which had Veen threatened. Instead 
of this all further opposition seemed' 
to crumble. Those who had been ex- 
pected to make trouble quietly ac- 
cepted the inevitable, and thus the 
path was cleared for tho fulfilment 
of tho ))lans already well matured for 
tho nomination of tho head of tho 
ticket, but the "favorite sons" still 
have their.bands.of steadfast support- 
ers, who will show' their, loyalty when- 
thfTfirst ballot Is cast. 

Tlie presentation of the report on, 
permanent organization was thg signal^ 
for Senator Burrows to yield his place'r 
'as temporary chairman and to escort:', 
to the platform tho permanent chair- 
man of the convention. Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts. Mr. Lodge, trim 
and businesslike, looked as from a later 
generation than the white-haired retir- 
ing chairman. His voice, too, had the 
resonant New . England twang which' 
made it ring out to the furthest cor- 
ners of the galleries, carrying meta- 
phors which startled his listeners to 
attention and applause. "The fevered 
fancy of an uneasy dreain" was his in- 
dictment hurled against the visionary 
policies of opposition parties. The ap- 
plause had hardly subsided when Mr. 
Lodge launched his sentence which 
electrified the assembly- Into j the first 
demonstration . of enthusiasm. "Tho 
president," exclaimed Mr., Xiodge. "Is, 
the best abused and 'the most popular^ 
man In the United States today.' ,Thl8^' 
was the long awaited signal. A shout 
broke from the galleries, and was 
echoed back from the floor. At first 
only a tempest of detached yells and 
cat-calls and shouts of "Teddy," but 
'gradually gathering in force and vol- 
ume until it swelled to a whirlwind of 
sounds and people rose on masse, waiv- 
ing banners and handkerchiefs. Tho 
demonstration lasted for three-quar-< 
ters of an hour. 

Mr. Fairbanks Declines. 
The promulgation of a letter from 
Vice-President Fairbanks reiterating- 
his determination not to agaln he a. 
candidate for office was the most im- 
portant dovelopment of the day' ln' con- 
nection with tlio vlce-presldentlal nomlrt 
nation. .;'•: 
An agreement was reached tonlghV 
by representatives of all the candldat'e*' 
by which the nominating and secondr!? 
ing sncechcs for president will bo.iria-!'! 
teriaily curtailed. This agreemenf'la ' 
that only one nominating and one sec- 
onding .speech shall be made for each 
candidate. Tlio speeches for Secret'ary 
1'aft will be made by Theo Burton of 
Cleveland, placing tho secretary In 
nomination, and George Atkins of-CalU 
fornia seconding tho nomination. 

Platform. ■' , 

Chicago, June IS.— At midnight the 
full coiiimltteo on resolutions had-, 
agreed tu accept the pltaform as re"-' 
commended by the sub-commltte6 
with the exceiitlon of the plank.s re- 
lating to Injunctions, to tho civil 
rights of the negro race, tho Panama 
canal, postal savings bank, tariff and 
Immigration. These were reserved be- 
cause of ;i desire on the juirt of mem- 
bers of the full cominitteo to discuss 
at some, length each of tho resolu- 
tions. Trt'e -other planks were accepted 
after brief and formal discussion.

The city 
council members expressed themselves 
as confident that all the points at Is- 
sue between the two muntcir'il'f '<'s 
can and will be satlafactorlly.arranKod 
to all parties concerned. 

Ever Present Problem. 
Tlio water question, while the last 
to bo considered wa.-i first in ini- 
I)ortance. Reeve Oliver staled that 
the Oak Bay residents fully appri - 
clated the position of tlii! clly and did 
not expect tliat any additlnnal Hnji- 
ply would be (dnalnabic until next 
season at the earliest. What they did 
want, however, was some a.ssiirance 
that as soon as the city's proposinl Im- 
provements to Its ^vaterworks system 
were comiileted Oak Hay would re- 
ceive that treatment whicli the city 
in a recent resoUitlori staled would be 
forthcoming, that the municipality 
would be given an ample supply of 
water Just as soon as was possible, 
Reevo Oliver said that Oak Bay resi- 
dents understoo-l that the city wotild 
b(- able to ph'e this s\ipply. He re- 
ferreil to the n-eent letter to the city 
council from i\Ii'ssrs. .McPhliUps 
Ileisterman threi'lening legal ijroceod- 
Ings unless the city ceased sui)l)lylng 
outside municipalities with water 
whin residents of the city v.'ere un- 
al)le to secur(/ an adeduate sui)p!y. 
Ratepayers Anxious. 
"This bogey \h ever before us," de- 
clared Reeve Ollvor. "and the rate- 
I)ayer,s arc ever in fear of behiR cut 
off. As a result many are d<-t(.-rred 
frnni building In the inunlcipalily un- 
til they are assured of a sufficient 
supi)ly of water. For myself 1 have 
no fear. 1 Know that you. would not, 
anil, In fact, cannot, cut us off but 
the wretched thing is bdjng waved in 
our faces and' many residents of Oak 
Bay are .becoming excited." 

lleeve Oliver pointed out that the 
resolution passed by the city council 
states that tho city will be quite 
I'early to' enter Into an agreement to 
Klve Oak Bay a sufficient suijply 
whenever Its new system Is capable 
of delivering it. Now that tho city is 
l)ractleally assured of such a supply 
ho thouKlit this an opportinie time to 
enter Into the agreement. It being 
thoroughly understood that the city is 
] not called upon to do anythiuK more 
tlian it can until tlie additional su))- 
pl,\' will warrant Oak Bay getting a 
h.-tti-r service. 

Mayor Mall asked If the munlcl- 
|)alltv would rtither Inive the water 
delivered in bulk at Its border, there 
to lie distrll)Uted as It saw fit. 

Reeve Oliver stated that that was 
just wiuit was wanti'd and under the 
I)resent system in vogue in tho munl- 
cliiallty would bo the only possible 
v.' a y. 

City Morally Bound 

Comicillor Xewtou stated tliat the 
city Is bound under Its resolution to 
enter into an agreement and not only 
thai but It is morally bound to fur- 
nish a supply to Oak Bay thouKli 
Mayor Hall ..oubted If the city were 
In a position at present to make iuiy 
agreement and In fact could not 
properly do so until Its suppl.v was 
assured, and Aid. Fullerton pointed 
out that this vear's council might 
ter in the jigrecunent though next 
ye.ir's might bo in a different posl 
lien. 

Reeve Oirvcr urgecl that the city ha.i 
1 undoubtedly the jiower to nuike .such 
! an agreement and it is nioially bound 
! to do so after ha\-ing secured the 
rltjhts to every 
sujiply within tu 
.\ld. Henderson 
should ree()f,'-.rilze

Reeve Oliver, illuHtratlng the un- 
eeiiainty among Oak Bay owners, 
staled that the line new school which 
was to have been erected on tho Bow- 
k'lr estate, which would be a credit 
to tho city an well as to Oalt Bay, 
coidd not bo proceeded with owing 
to Its application for water connec- 
tion havii-.g Iteen refused, but Aid.

"It we can't get this agreement it 
will affect the v:;lue of our land as 
it will prevent people coming Into the 
mnnlclpallty," declared Reeve Oliver. 

"There Is the point," exclaimed Aid. 
Hall, "you can't expect Uio city to 
niidio any aBroomont to aid you in 
your speculations. The city can!t bo 
expected to be a party to anything 
like that." 

Not Speculative 
Both Reeve Olh er and F. B. Pem- 
lierton eniiihatlcallv- slated that nnth- 
Ini; of the sort wiis eonteniplated or 
wanted. It was merely a question of 
giving tlie Oak Hay residents rea.=;on- 
able expectations that lu the future 
they will be a.ssurcd of an adequate 
supply of water. "Your ro.-jolutlon 
says you will give us that 'Supitly 
and niiTee to do so and now our Ilrst 
request is rofii.sed." 

Aid. Henderson pointed out that the 
city Is now refuHing to give water 
connections to its own ratepayers, the 
Iieople In tho neighborhood of Central 
ivirk being refused and It would hard- 
ly bo right. In the face 6? that, to 
mako , an . agreement with un ouL^ldc 



municipality to furnish water, aiid 
Aid. Canierou.;Was. sure.ithat as HOQn 
as the rulny soaponi aot?('In' Oak Bay 
^vould set all It needed from the city. 
He did not think thcro was much 
danger of tho city being restrained 
.from giving water to tliu outside 
munlclpalltloa as threatened by Mc- 
Phllllps & Helsterm'anif/';; , 
Doubts the .Barrialer 
Aid.. Hail deoiared .-that the city 
barrister. If asked his opinion as to 
tho tvlsdom of onterlns Into an. agree- 
ment, would .simply say "'Don't do 
it,' W'c can't ignore his advice." " 

"That's Ju.st what you ought to do" 
latiKlicd Ueeve Oliver which occua- 
loni il .\ld. Hall to a.sk It Reeve Oliver 
luul any objection H' tho city council 
consulted "Its doctor." 

Reeve Oliver declared again that all 
the inunlclpiility wanted was that tiie 
city should recogidze the prlnclptil 
enunciated In Us resolution ( In an 
agreement whicli would not bind it 
to supply any dellnlto amount of 
wat(?r but would put tho municipality 
In exactly the same position as tho 
city. Ah to tlie question of price he 
tlid not wish to make any sugges- 
tion. That could be deeli'led ripon 
later when some basks on which the 
I)rlce could be ILxed could be decided 
on. The city barrl.ster at the recent 
legislative hearing had Kuggcsted eni- 
l)loyliig an aettutry. First the niuiii- 
climilty would paj' the cost of the 
water delivered at the boundary of 
tho municipality and the Interest on 
tlic cost of the main and so far us It 
affected tlio municipality, a share of 
the Improvements of tho system. 
After the questjon of cost had been 
ligured out that , of the profit at whicli 
the city should sell the water could 
be arrived at. 

.Mayor Hall jjolnted out that Hie 
question of ile])reciation of tlie plant 
woulil liave to be coiisldiu-ed and Aid. 
I'aullne thought that in ligurlng on 
the question of prolit it would be one 
of wholesaling ratlier than retailing. 

i'lnally .Mayor Hall st;ileil tliat iie 
hail no doubt that tills important mat- 
ter would be aatl-sfacloiily deelded 
upon and that the city council would 
certainly do everything in its i)ower 
to meet tho wishes of the municipal- 
ity of Oak Hay. 

Drain at Willows 
As to the Willows drain Reeve 
01i\-ei- ])olnted out that it liail Ijeen 
put do'.rn by tlie nuiniciiialllj- at a 
cost of ?ri6G und .Mr. Devereaux iiad 
been appointed to a|)i)ortioii tlie city's 
share which was lixed at half that 
amount but so far, In si)Ue of a re- 
quest to that effect, the city had not 
paid its share. He believed the mat- 
ter had been referred to tho city en- 
gineer. The drain runs from the ag- 
ricultural grounds through some 
private projjerty to Bowker road and 
thence to the sea. The city got the 
whole use of it and in time of heavy 
rains, a great amount of water floweil 
over the laud, ctiusing annoyance to 
neighboring owners. -Mayor Hall 
promised that tlie matter would ro- 
ceh-e early attention. 

The exhibition grounds was the 
next matter taken iiii. They coni- 
pri.se sixty-eight acres as.se.ssed at 
*81,9o0. while the old .Men's Home 
another city jirojierty comprises 
eleven ecre.s, iLSsessi'd .'it S21,500. This 
i.s non-taxnble though the municipal- 
ity is reaponsibld for the policing and 
looking after ])ri.'ioners during the fair. 

Mayor Hall stated that he under- 
.stood that tlie arrangement between 
the .-issociation and thc"'tilunlclpallty 
had been that tho former should pay 
thi.s charge. 

Kei've Oliver .stated, liowever, that 
this wius not the ca.-^e and that the 
jnunlelpality was out $s.")0 yearly by 
rea.son of this and the only way for 
them to reccKij) theniselve.i wa.s bv 
gra.ntln^, tho liquor licence " 

Mayor Hall apropos of tlic letter 
Which Heeve Oliver wrote to the press 
recently cpncerning tho grunting of a 
license to sell liquor at tlie recent race 
meet, was about to bring up that ques- 
Hon but the .reeve cut lilm short by 
stating that ihey were not present to 
discuss that topic. Four policemen 
had been engaged this year by the 
munlclptillty lor the race meet. 

-Mayor Hall presumed the annual cx- 
hnjition was a considerable source of 
pleasure to the residents of the mu- 
nicipality, though Reeve Oliver stated 
they hud never regarded It as such 
since they were forced to look after 
tile ciiinliiais, 

an connection with the road leading 
ironi t.'adboro bay ruad to the fair 
grounds, .Major Hall slated that it liad 
been alteniiiteil to get the tramway 
company to run its lino to the grounds, 
but owing to the angle in the road ilils 
wa.s (ilniosL liii possl ble, but If It could' 
be arranged whereby the city could 
exproiiriaie the corner of land Jutting 
out towarda Cadljoro Bay road a sjiiir 
could be put In, whicli would allow of 
cars standing thereon so that greater 
accommodation would be given to 
thoai! returning from the fair, but Mr. 
Peniburton doubted if tho road were 
wide enough to allow of two lines ot 
track, and also space for vchlcuhu* traf- 
fic. Finally, after a lengthy discussion 
it was decided that to repair the idd 
walk and lay a new walk along Iht- 1 
west side of the roadway would bo the 
best thing in the meantime. 

Defining tho Boundaries. 
On tile question uf iuter-niimicipai 
roads, Reeve (Jllvi-r pointed out tliat 
there was only om — l-'oul Buy road — 
but there were otliers, such as tlu' 
Beach road, which are a benefit to 
the city. Tho first thing necessary 
would bo a Joint Purvey to define the 
boundary on the fyriner road and then 
to apportion the share of tho cost of 
repair and drainage In proportion to 
the frontage. I:Ie pointed out that in 
some places the dr.iinage shoukl be car- 
ried on to clly j)roperly as It could not 
be carried elsewhe're owing to the grade 
and-ln otlier porllons tho drainage could 
be carried on to tin' munlclaplity. 
Tiiere were some portions of the niu- 
nlelpality along the i''oul Bay rotid 
will 're, if sewers were put down, they 
would have to connect with the city 
sewers. All these questions wlU bo 
eonslileri'd by the city council and the 
mayor expri'sseil tlu' opinion that all 
will be satlsfaetorlly settled.

'I'll.- 
swiirn -^lalemeiiL of btoderieli .Mclvlu- 
niiii who was jirobably lle> la.st wlilte 
man to s( e ilie two brothers alive, ap- 
Iii'ars to Identify the body ;is that of 
Horace W/ittei-.s be.v ond reasonable 
duobt but tlie klenllficatlon is based 
solely upon the cioUiiiig on tile body 
wlilcli corresiionds to liiat worn b;.- 
Hor;ice Walters when he was last seen 
by McKlnnon. 

■J'be body itself after Its long rest 
In the oiien on the west eoasl and Its 
subsequent intei-menl and later ex- 
humation Is HO dt'composed that It was 
Inipos-slble to ever atteniiit to Identify 
it. 'i'he evidence given at yesterday's 
inquest was wholly clrcumslaiitiai but 
there appears to be no reasonable 
doubt that the remains found were 
those of Horace Watta^. The bod>- 
which was brought' down from Sliaw- 
In last Sunday on the Tees was viewed 
by tho coroner's Jury at the city morgue 
after which tho evidence wai. taken 
at the police court. As it is expected 
that the depositions of Provincial 
Constable Cox, of Albcrnl, who has 
been making a further Investigation 
into the circumstances surrounding the 
disappearance of the twin brothers, 
wil be hero by tlio end of the week the 
inquest, after the evidence of Dr. Bab- 
tle, who iierfornied tlu; posl mortem, 
and McKlnnon had been taken, was ad- 
journed until next Wednesday at tho 
city hall when the depo^iltions will be 
put In. 

Warns Jurymen. 
Incidentally the lu(iuestt,br9ught oat 
tho fact that hereafter on slrnJlar oc- 
casions Coroner Hart will' Insist' upon 
the jurymen being on hand promptly 
Jn tiie case of the present jury one of 
the jurymen turned ui) fifteen minutes 
late and Dr. Hart stated In no uncer- 
tain tones that' in future ho would levy 
a fine on any juryman delaying the 
proceedings. 

"I don't know why it Is" said the 
coroner, "but at every inquest some 
member of the jury delays the pro- 
ceedings by coming in late. Five turn 
up on timi; but Hie sixth is alwtiy.s 
missing. In future I will inflict a fine 
on such offender." 

Coroner Hart e}:i)lained to Ihe jury 
that the body liad been brought down 
from tile west euast, was in a vi rj- ad- 
x'anced stage of decomposition, and 
that the jury, in the necessary duty of 
viewing the reiiniliis need oiily go so 
far as to satisfy themselves that it 
was that of a human body, After 
viewing tho body and the clothing 
tliereon the e\-idence was taken. 
No Signs of Wounds. 
Dr. Babtie, who performed the post- 
mortem e.xaniliuitlon at the morgue, 
staled that the decomposition of the 
body was very advanced and it was 
I>r;ii tically impossible to swear If there 
liad been any wounds. The left side 
of the scalp and tlu^ bone beneath was 
clilefly missing and the tissues of the 
head Were dried anil sliri\'elled. A 
greal jiart of the skull on the left side 
was gone. Dr. iJalitie suliniltled a 
sketcli of the head to explain Ills evi- 
dence. .As tu how tliat ijortion of tlie 
skull W IS renio\-i-d tlie witness was un- 
able to say, whether by violence be- 
fore' death, or by natiir.il lue.aiis after- 
\'.ards, but he did not lliink that it had 
oeeurred afti r ile.-itli. 'Pbere was no 
apiiearanee of gun .-hut wound.'i on tlie 
head or body and 110 marks on the 
.skull whieh would iiulieate that tlie 
bead had been .stiiiek h>- a sliar|) or- 
dull instninienl liul ileconi |)o.sit l.m 
had be'conie so .-iiU-aneeil thai it war. 
pr;ietlcally I ui im.ssi I de to say. 'Phi- 
bom-s, other than in tlie ease of the 
sliull wi'i-e all intact. About vix 
square iiielie.s nf the situll \vere' mis- 
sing and tin re wan a small fraelure 
of the sidieiioidal bone .and a lai'Ker 
fracture above tlie riglii orbit. The 
base of tho skull was quite sound. 

To Suijerlntendeiit Iliisse\-, Or. Ibili- 
tie .stated that he could not say wheth- 
er the injury to the ■skull had "been oe- 
casloned by a sharp or dull instrument 
and to tho question of Coroner H.irt 
whether a heavy bullet fired from a 
close range would not occaslmi the In- 
jury tho witness stated that there 
were no signs that such had been the 
case and thoro were no evidence of 
bullet wounds on any other iionlmi 
ol the skull or body. He was unable 
to state liow long the body had been 
In It-s present condition. That would 
depend on many eircumstances of 
which ho had not been made aware. 
Last Sew tho Brothers. 
Roderli'k -MeKinnon, s(?a|er, who re 
sides in this city, gave evKienee niueli 
aleuiK the same lines as alr.'ady inib- 
llshed In the Colonist. He liad been 
ticqnainted with both the Walters 
brothers for the jiast fifU'eii yeir- 
and he believed that Lhev had lived' ['n 
this province foi- the jitist twenty y.-u-s 
or longer.

"Wc should understand soincthing 
of the spirit of tho Oriental natlon.s 
U' wo arc wisely to legislate against 
an Influx of thorn into our country," 
remarked Miss Atia L. A. Murcutt in 
beginning her address last evening, in 
llio Victoria theatre, which was crowd- 
ed to tho doors, on "A White Canada 
versus the Yellow Peril." Tho adoption 
of Western Ideas and methods without 
the spiritual had led certain persons 
to fear what was called the siiectre of 
tho yellow peril, she fontlniicd, but in 
viewing this whole subject It was es- 
sential to bear in mind that the Japa- 
nese were a very roligious race, and 
further, that this spirit was a powiT- 
fui potent factor in tli<^ life of the in- 
dividual as well as of the nation. 

The children of Jnpan were taught 
to venerate the di'ad, to lionor thilr 
elders and to worship nature. More 
than 90 per cent of the travel was 
third class, made with the object of 
visiting shrines and graves, and the 
wonderful history of that country was 
impressed hv their schoolmastera on 
tho minds ot the little ones. And from 
their earliest years their minds were 
saturated with tales of famous deeds 
of heroism; and their hands in these 
visits 10 shrines and tuwiples wore 
always clasped as they engaged In 
prayer. 

She had seen thousands of children 
from board schools, etc., visit West- 
minster Abbey, but alio had never ob- 
served a single head bowed in prayer. 
And the results of Japanese training In 
the way of solt-restralnt and culture, 
nnd all "the roniarkablo characteristics 
of that nation had been fully exempli- 
fied In the late war with RuhkIu, wlu n 
for instance the Russian i)rlHoueis had 
been treated more like friends and 
guests than like foes. Russian revo- 
lutionary literature was, however, sup- 
pressed. ~.

'Vyheti she heard people say that tho 
ChInesB*were far more reliable than tho 
Japanese she .was only convinced that 
they knew the Chinese better than they 
knew the JafSaiis^l ■' 

Having touched up6'n tlie ^arly and 
rapid spread ot Christianity lo, Japan, 
followed by a terrible massacre, and 
stated that when Japan was again 
opened to Clirlstlan missionaries, the 
descendants of tho ancient converts 
had. been found to be .still Christians, 
and while it was true that Japan wa.s 
becoming changed through contact 
with Western civilization, she was con- 
fident that it would remain tlie faithful 
custodian of Eystern ideals, traditions 
and customs. Western clvlllzatloii 
with its commr'rd.-ilism aiul niateriiil- 
Ism was viewed with grave distrust by 
the Oriental whose philosophy taught 
him tho frlvlality of temporal amlil- 
tlons and of tem.poral things, and, not- 
withstanding tho introduction of new 
religions, the sun god was still w(jr- 
shlppcd. 

Protecting Themselves, 

Our western arniament.s were con- 
sidered to bo the .source of rral prril 
to the Orient, and these race.s were 
simply preparing to re.'il.st the iii- 
croachmerita of the west wltli the 
methods of tlio west. Resident:; iif 
India, China, Cayenne, and even Per- 
sia were resorting to Japiin In search 
of learning, and thousands of the pro- 
fessors In Chinese universities wore 
Japanese, and although nut an Ingeni- 
ous people tho most dangerous of 
modonj exidosiv-es, Shlmonese ])ow- 
der, was tho Invention of a .lapanose 
who had given ten year.s of Ills life 
to the task. Japan had been .shnply 
compelled by modern conditions lo 
arm herself in .'^elf-defence, fur her 
national safety was threati.'ned by tho 
Intonse eominerciallsin and the Im- 
mense armaments of the west. 

Having given incidents of western 
duplicity and greed In Chiiui and 
sketched tho event.s which led to the 
Russo-Japanese war, she said that tl^c 
Chinese were essentially opposed tu 
Innovations of every kind, con.serva- 
tlvo raci', who seeing that foreigner.-; 
were there to exploit and dismem- 
ber China, had declared that if China 
was to be exploited at all It wa.'; lo be 
exiilolted by Chines.', and thl;; senti- 
ment was Just as reriKonabIc ;md Just 
as patriotic as was the cry uf "Can- 
ada for the Canadlr\n.s." (Applause.) 

Tlio sentiment which l.-iy at the bot- 
tom of the Boxer uprising meant the 
preservation of the national llf,; and 
of national Ideas, and Japan in Us 
wars had never had as Its object 
cither tho ac(iulsltlon of territory or 
the confiuerlng of foreign nations. 
Gen. Gordon had originated the kba 
ot the yellow peril, when he ox- 
pressed the opinion that If tlu^ Ohlne.'ie 
wore properly armed Ihey would be 
Irresistible, and then the Kaiser, while 
Immcrseil In his ojvii .scIumiii'.s of ag- 
grandizement, had ri'surrcctcd the 
spcctr.;. 

The cry of the yellow i>erll savored 
of Ilngolsin when viewed In the light 
of tho history of tho Chinese, who 
only asked to Ijp let alone, to hi-, jier- 
mitted to work out their own" salvti- 
tion nnd to live up to the standards 
of their ancestors. The Chinese had 
four classes: Iflrst came tho edu- 
cated, for braln.s came first In China; 
second came the farmers, who pro- 
duced the bread of life; third camo th'e 
mechanic and the artisan, who turned 
things of lllll<! valine inio things of 
great value, and fourth eiimo the mer- 
chants. And besides we i)nietie;illv 
.saw only .their lowest class, the cool- 
ies. 

Wo, however, were very proud of 
our .trados-peopl,e, because it It were 
not'for; trade the British ejjipl re would 
not be what It Is today. (Applause.) 
She did not moan to say there was 
no danger of a yellow peril. Indeed, 
she thought there was, and that the 
incoming of these pGojiIo In great 
numbers was Inimical to tho welfare 
of tho people of Canada, for it Was 
our first duty to protect our own 
countr.'Cmen. (Applause.) But wo 
BKould , begin at the rlffjit end, and

The Exclusion League. 
MIs,j Murcutt then rend clipping's 
from the Londoi; Times in reference to 
the work of tlic e.vcluslon league and 
evidence- which wa.s given before Mr. 
Mackenulo King in respect to Chinese 
labor employed by Ciinadian wholesalo 
clothing houses, overalls being mado 
for 53. DO a doacn and boys' clothing 
from $3 to S5.00 a dozen pieces, and tho 
hours of labor fourteen per day. And 
hero sho exclaimed was tho real yel- 
lo'.v peril. 

Col. Carlton Wain: "And these 
Chinese are employed by white peo- 
ple." 

. Mies Murcutt: "My friend, you are 
right for once. (Laughter and tip- 
plause.) • 

Col. Wain: j'.They are employed by 
machine Jews.".. 

Miss Murouttt. "I do not consider 
that the Chinamen is the peril." 
Col. Wain: Vlt is the white man." 
Miss Murcutt: ."I would like to have 
tluit man be.side me on the platform." 
(LtLughler aiul applause.) 

"I would like to bo supported by a 
man." (Laughter and Applause.) 

The real peril she continued lay 
with the white men wh6 employed 
tliese [leople. Wc Wimled a white Can- 
ada, (Applause.) but so long as thcso 
practices were tillowed to exist It would 
be impossible to have a white Canada. 
(Applause.) Yes, tiie real peril lay !n 
the white man's greed for gold, gold, 
always more gold. (Applause.) and 
If there were a country wnose foreign 
policy Wits more actuated by greed for 
gold than was the ease with Great 
Britain she wuuUI like lo hear of it, 
ami it wa.-i purely from greed fur gold 
that these (jrifiilal races were being 
e.'C])loited. (Apijlaa.se.) 

-Mid then a gnud deal of trouble bad 
Its origin with yellow Jjurnallsni, while 
a minister of the gospel was describ- 
ed by a correspondent of tho London 
Times as being one ot the most dang- 
erous hgitators on this subject in this 
province, Sho however believed in the 
restriction of this agitation, although 
there were other perils In this country. 
And three of the greatest evils In this 
country were intemiierance, immoral- 
ity and gambling. But It was a not- 
able fact that tlie captains of Industry 
were now on the aide of temperance. 
On fifty-four railway systems on thl-j 
continent total abstlnancc when on 
duty was rigidly reiiuested, while on 
fifteeir total iibstlnence among employ- 
es was obligtitory at all limes, antl In 
one instiMicc it was am Imperative 
qualification, for promotion. (.Ap- 
plause.) 

ll w.is pure nonsen'se to say that pro- 
lUljItiuii did not jirohiblt, and the 
Wealth uf .Maine, although It was 
ntilurullv a poor • state was $2S2 
per capita against $16 per head for tho 
great and wealthy state of Pennsyl- 
vania. (Applause.) And tho people 
of iMalne were so determined upon tho 
retention uf the in-lnclple that tiioy had 
made it a part of tlieir constitution. 
(Applause.) 

AVhen i)rohibltlon reigned sho found 
the Jails and tlie poor houses omptv, 
although it was true, that in such plac- 
es, thiit law was sometimes violated; 
but all la\v.s Were violated, and a tre- 
mendous wave la favor of prohibition 
and local option was at tho present 
time sweeping uvit the world. Thm 
was beyond all tiucallon the most beau- 
tiful ijruvliice In tlie whole Dominion, 
but in this- respect it was behind the 
other provinces- and viistly behind To- 
ronto where Jn one year I9S licenses 
had been cut off. (Applause.) 

And Toronto was net only a city of 
churches, but of churches not empty 
but full, In great contrast to mony oth- 
er towns Which _8he ..had visited aiul 
wiiere chorcheis also abounded. Ana 
mmoover, tho law ^va's enforced in 'fo 
routo where' oven 'the policemen were 
total abstainers and prohibitionists, in 
liiet one ot Toroiito's finest had told 
her so. (Applause). /And sho" only 
wished that sho could make the same 
statement of the pollcomen.o£ Victoria. 
The secret of Toronto's goodness lay 
in the fact that good men were in pow- 
er there and good officers saw that 
the laws were enforced. (Applause.) 
And If a similar condition . of things 
were to be brought into existence here, 
the same state of things must be cre- 
ated. (Applau.se.) She had heard, and 
she was not now speaking from per 
.soiial experience, tlial In Victoria the 
saldons ;uul in fact everything was 
wide open. And her iiudlence wlio knew 
this cily much betler than she did well 
knew llial 11 did not deserve the name 
of Victoria the good, but Uie majority 
of the i-esidcnlK wrre evidently satis- 
fied with this condltlim of jiffairs for 
otherwise 11 could not ])osslblj- exist. 

Fur unles.s good men were in con- 
trol. It would be utterly impossible to 
have things in a desirable shape; and 
she was convinced tiiut tho whole 
trouble, not only here, but throughout 
British Columbia lay In the greed for 
gold (Ai)plau.se). 

Condemns Boxing Contests 
H,i\ing str(jngly eondemned gam- 
bling and boxing conb.'.sts wlilch she 
dl^scrll)ed as prl/.i; lights and boasted, 
that by her ileiiimelations, she had 
pre\-ente(l the occnrrenco of one 
such conloHl and .seciin-d their pro- 
hibition In line town in this iiro\'lnco, 
she declared lierself to bo strongly in 
favor of the enfranchlaoment of 
women. The womien In this city had 
been disfranchised and they had been 
informed by the Premier and the Hon. 
Mr. Bowser, that these votes had 
been taken away in order to prevent 
tho roustabouts about the saloons 
from voting; all of which was eor- 
laliily not very complimentary to 
women ( Ai)i)lause). "U'o intend to 
gel the franchise, and there is no 
Iiowor in Brill.sh Coliiinljla that can 
prevent our getting It," (Api)lauso). 
And wo look to you men to help us, 
ami to light with as shoulder to 
shoulder In this cause. I am not a 
man-hater. Far from it, and I can 
truly say: "Oh irron! with all th\- 
faults, I love thee still." (Laughter anil 
applause). 

Women have Ijeen called the Re- 
serve Force' of Humanit}', and this 
contest in which wo women aro now 
engaged, iniMins ,i light to tiie linl.sh, 
and I promise yon tliat we shall show 
no quurler in British Columbia, until 
wo wljie tho Ilcrnce system and the 
.saloon out of the whole of this fair 
lU'nvhice." (A])p lapse). 

When in tlio fetirtully congested dis- 
tricts of the mother country she lind 
thanked Ood lliero was such a placo 
on the map of the world as Canada 
(iipplanse), which she hoped would ho 
made .'ind kept such a country as 
wuuld be safe to roar boys and "girl 
in, and a country. In which 
bo easy for men .and women to d . 
right and dlfflcnlt~very difficult— to 
do .wrong.. (Applause.) Indeed, so 
Impressed was sho with Canada's ex- 
traordinary opportunities that she, had 
bought iin orchard and Intended to 
settle in tho most beautiful valley of 
llio Oktinagiin. (Applause) , Victory 
would yet crown all their efforts. (Ap- 
plause).

AFTERNOON SESSION 



The afternoon session was opened 
with prayer.

The report showed that while 
lessons in temperance were given In

Condition.s, 
she said, could not be changed sud- 
denlv, and the ^oung people should be 
tauglit to .'Lvold tile dangers whicli 
were around them on all sides. The 
1)1 'St temperance \vorI?ers today Iiad 
lieen, in tlieir ciiildliood members of 
(lie iiniul of Hope. Tliere was a great 
deal of excellent juvenile temperance 
literature. An appropriation should be 
made for Its purchase and distribution 
among tho children of the province. 
Neither In the day nor Sunday schools 
was there sufficient attention iiaid to 
tho teaching of temperance. In tho re- 
port, allusion liad been mado to a 
lioys' lemiieranco society in Nanaimo 
and Miss K. .Mnnson gave a short t)ut 
interesting description of its organ- 
ization and management. Tlio report 
of tlie i'^lower niisMlon was given by 
Ive. ?iluch good iiad, lioen done 
it woiilil 1 tlirougli the instruniciitality of llower.^.

This plan re- 
ceived tile endorsatlon ot the presi- 
dent. Tlie rt'iiort on legislation, pe- 
tition and fraiicliisc was presented by 
Mrs. Gordon Grant. Mrs. Grant .said 
tills had been a busy year for this 
committee. Early in .Tune a iiotition 
to the King . had been circulated 
througliout tlio enijfire praving that 
the opium trade should be prohibited. 
A petition had been sent to tho Do- 
minion parliament asking that the 
manufacture and sale of cigarettes in 
Canada should — bO'-.- prohibited; v.Thls 
was not successful, but an act 'bad 
been Introduced forbidding the. sale- of 
cigarettes to boys under sixteen. 

A jietition liad secured an amend- 
ment of tlie act of incorporation rai.s- 
Ing the number of inhaljitants in an 
Incorporated town necessary to secure 
a license to 2,noo. 

In this city the women had pntitioned 
against an amendment to the franclil.>;o 
act which was intended to deprive wo- 
men householders of the jirivilfgo of 
the franchise held by tliem. Tlie pe- 
tition had received a thousand ^[gna- 
tures and a deputation had strongly 
pressed Its claims on members of the 
government, with no effect. • The 
speaiter warmly commended the action 
of .Mr. Naden, M. P. P. for Greenwood, 
who had ably advocated the oElms of 
women to the franchise. •: ;' ' 
Tho women, however, tliough disap 
pointed were not discouragod. A warm 
tribute was paid to tho memory of th 
late Hon. .roliii Rob.'son, wlio twenty- 
live years ago. had given the privlleijc 
o£ voting in municipiil elections to wo- 
men housoliolder.s of Victoria. The re- 
port closed with a .strong appeal, to tho 
women present to worlc for tho fraii 
chlso In tho Interests of tho homo, the 
ohlldrejl,.and the country. The report 
.-wa8.jtaciRtefl~unanImou3ly. 

The chair wa-s taken by Mrs. Cun 
n Ingham while Mrs. Spofford read her 
address. Before beginning, the presl- 
uont stated that she had not been able 
to devote as muehf tlipe to. 'the pre- 
paration of her address as Ifs import- 
ance demanded. With this 'apology,

' "Wo should be sorry to have the Im- 
pression go abroad that tlifc City Coun- 
cil Is not doing anytliing to rcnii'dy tlie 
defects In the water supply. A ri'dis- 
ti^lbutlon system Is being Installed and 
■a" reservoir, which wlU'-add miaterlally 
l6 the prcs.suro and kct'p on lin'nd stiv- 
<?ral day.-;' .supply is being built. When 
these iinprovcmenls are completed and 
a: new main is laid to Elk Lake there 
will be, it Is said, a sufRcient supply 
of water for A'ictoria Us it is today, 
and it the pollc\' of malting tlie use of 
meters universal is adoi)ttd, there may 
"15(3 enough for a few years'. grp\\fth^ of 
the city. '■ ', 

. Mr. .Vdains tells us tliat the reservoir 
is necessary no mutter to what source 
of supply we may go. This is a matter 
for expert opinion and' we accept his 
statement on this point unreservedly. 
Ho also tells us that the only proper 
way to sell water Is by meter. This Is 
not a matter of expert opinion, and we 
do not accept his views on that point. 
■VVe are willing to concede that all wa- 
ter over a certain maximum should be 
paid for by meter measurement, and wo 
are willing lo go further and say that 
In a city that Is completely built up 
there may be no serious objections to 
a.' general system of metering. But wc 
claim that in a city like Victoria, where 
the great majority of householders 
have their gardens or grass ])lats, a 
city which depends so mucli for its 
prosperity upon the "appearance of Its 
most humble homes, a general system 
of metering Is objectionable. Most 
pooplo who discuss this aspect of the 
case publicly loolc at' it from the stand- 
point Of the individual to whom the sav- 
ing «f a few dollars In water rates Is 
no object. But to the g-roat majority of 
the citizens all snuill savings .are im- 
portant. The small savings make' to 
vhem all the dlfferonco- Jjetwpon easy 
and straitened circumstances,- and wo 
may all make up our minds that if ev- 
ery galloii of water that Is used must 
bo paid for, hundreds of householders 
will not use enough water to keep their 
gardens and grass i)lats In good con- 
dition. The less in such a case would 
not only be to the" appeat-ance of the 
■ city, but to tlie enjoyment of the house- 
holders, and wo submit tliat tlu' com- 
fort and convenience of sucli people 
cught to be one of the first things con- 
sidered by the municipal authorities. 
Wc are disposed to favor a flat rate to 
bo regulated by an arbitrary limit, and 
the use of meters in cases in exccs.s 
of such limit. For example, and solely 
as an example, and not as an expres- 
sion of opinion of what ought to bo de- 
termined upon, wo suggest a regulation 
to the effect that a house of si.x rooms 
' on an ordinary city lot shall get a flat 
rate, provided there Is only one water 
tap out of doors, and that the use of 
water for irrigating In such cases shall 
bfa restricted to certain reas;)nablc 
hours, and that all larger premises shall 
he metered with the privilege of using 
water for irrigation at any time. 
'Would this not bo a better system than 
that of universal metering? This 
method o£-;flxWg a. flat rate is not or- 
iginal with the Colonist, but is In force 
with some variation In other places. 

In considering this subject the Col- 
onist is endeavoring to look at It from 
a broad poirtj; of view. The case pres- 
ent's two aspyOcts to us. One Is that re- 
lating lo the present needs of the city 
and the other as to Its requirements In 
the immediat<.- future. We do not think 
that' the plans nov,' being carrli'd out 
will more than meet present require- 
ments, by which we mean the present 
needs of the city plus what will bo re>. 
Quired by the increased consuinjition 
certain to arise during tlie next fi-w 
years. In other words, wo believe that 
When the Improvements are completed. 
If the citizens are allowed to use as 
much water as they really rc(|uire, 
there will only be a sm.all margin to 
upon to provide for any growtli. There- 
fore we claim that the present' Is the 
time for laying our plans In a broad 
way for the Immediate future. 

Specilieally what we jiroixjse is that 
negotiations shall bo entered Into witli 
the Bsqulmalt Waterworks Company 
for an option "to purchase their whole 
property at a price to bi' agreed upon, 
that this option .«liall remain in force 
for flve years and that in the nictin- 
time-.th'e company shall be required to 
■furnish wafer to the city under Its 
statutoiry obligation. Of course when 
the option Is taken up the city would 
pay tlio company the actual cost of 
bringinE the Water to the city, or (K) 
much tlicreof as might bo reasonable 
•in view of the fact that the company 
woulil have received certain payments 
from tlio city for water. If the (ity 
could see way clear to Iniy the K»- 
qiiimalt property now, we would favor 
that, butjapparentlj- this Idea will ^pt 
meet with ' ftivor' pending the pros- 
ecution of the Imiirovemcnts now in 
linnd. In live yeaps from now tlio city 
will want the Es(|ulmalt. property and 
.he in a much better position to pay for 



-lt,-'t|ian;jit'. present. ; What we want,^to 
see la one ay'st'om of water supply 
owned by the City' of Victoria for, all 
■the area bounded by Esqulmalt Harbor 
on the west, Cadboro Bay on the east 
and Elk Lake on the north. Such a sys- 
tem would utilize all the water hi Gold- 
stream, all -the water lri,?Blk; Xiakeiand 
in time every other available source of 
water near at hand. •. 
THE CHINESE HEAD' TAX; 

An Ottawa despatch of the IBth 
reads as follows: 

A bill' to amend the fhinese Tniml- 
gratlon act iiassed the Commons this 
afternoon. It makes 17 years the 
maximum age of students entitled to 
free admission. Fifty per cent, of tlio 
head tax hereafter will go to the pro- 
vince' for which the Chinese 'Immi- 
grants are destined, and not to the 
province In which they land, while 
much heavier penalties are imposed 
for surreptitious entrance Into Can- 
ada. 

As to tlie age limit for Chinc.«o stu- 
dents, we sec no iiartieular objection 
to it on principle, but it will puzzle 
the Immigration department to de- 
termine whether or not the Intending 
student Iminlgrant is within tii(- pre- 
scribed ago. It Is jiretty hard to 
determine the age of any body within 
a year or two,, and as every one 
l<nows It l.s next to impossible to 
arrive at that of a Chinaman. If any 
one wants to know how hard it is, lie 
has only to ask a tax collector who 
has had' experience with the provincial 
poll tax- However, any limit Is better 
than none. 

To many people the change in the 
law relating to the distribution of tlie 
head tax may seem plausible, but It 
will not bear investigation. The burden 
of Chinese immigration falls upon 
British Columbia. To this province 
ail Chimvmen In^ Canada are likely to 
come ultimately. They may drift off 
temporarily ' to the other provinces, 
but they do so only In small numbers 
and their lU'esence in those provinces 
never has and is unlikely ever to 
cicate any ciiarge upon the provincial 
government, or prove a serious inter- 
ference with white labor. • . .The fifty 
per cent, of the Chinese' head tax was 
given to British Columbia as some 
offset to the mischief that had re- 
sulted from Chinese immisratlon. 
None of tlie other provinces favored 
the imposition of any head tax. Brit- 
ish Columbia alone insl.^ted on it, and 
when half of it was given to this pro- 
vince no question was raised on be- 
half Of the other provinces, although 
at that time a few Chinamen were 
going east to engage in laundry and 
liouseliold work. The claim of Brit- 
ish Columbia was based upon solid 
reasons and U as strong now as it 
was then. No alteration has taken 
place in any of the conditions which 
led to the imposition of the tax and 
its apportionment between the Domin- 
ion and the province, and wo arjj 
utterly at a loss to see wliy a change 
is proposed now. The peculiar con- 
dition of Brllish Colunibla in this 
respect is the 'iame now .as It was at 
tlie time the law was first passed, and 
nothing has ari.sen In the other pro- 
vinces to entitle them to .any share 
of the tax. Under these eireum- 
.".tanccs, we hope that tlie measure, 
which has passed the House of Com- 
mons, will not become law In Its prts- 
ent form. 

But there is another .aspect of the 
case. While there may not have 
been a definite agreement bet'<^een the 
province and the Dominion under 
which ;l share of the head tax came to 
British Columbia, the statutory pro- 
vision In tliat behalf wa.s the result 
of claims made by the prnvinee. Ii 
was leased upon valid reasons and 
was placed on the statute book after 
the whole subject had been discussed 
liotween the i)rovlnee and the Domin- 
ion. AVe submit that no ch.ange ought 
to have been made without notice 
having first been given to tho pro- 
vincial government, and that body had 
had an opportunit.t' to present the 
claims of the i>rovirice for considera- 
tion. It may be replied that the pro- 
vince has seven members In the 
House, one of 'ivhom Is in tho govern- 
ment; but we answer that these seven 
gentlemen are not rejjrcsentatlve of 
tho provincial government. AVe do 
not mean that they are not politically 
In sympathy with the provincial gov- 
ernment, but that they h;ive no right 
to as.si-nl to the reduction of a source 
of revenue to tlio provincial govern- 
ment. It seems to us that their 
clear duty was to have objected to 
the passage of tho projiosed net until 
tli(> provincial government had l)een 
notilled and been allowed to present 
Its views to the federal cabinet. A\'e 
assume we are right In thinking that 
if .any one of our representatives had 
nia(l(j the least objection lo the p.as- 
sage of the bill, we would liiive hei'U 
told of it. As it is a govcTiiment 
irieasure, Mr. Tcinpleman must be 
assumed to have given his assent, and, 
;is he must have known that tho hill was 
to !»■ introilueed, we think lie owes 
:in r.xi)lanatlon to the peojile of tho 
pro\ iMee of his failure to sec that tho 
i)rovlnclal government was duly noti- 
lled. Surely the fact that he is not 
in sympathy with Mr. Mcnride would 
not Induence him to disregard wliat 
seems to us to liavc been ills plain 
duty In the promises. If a hundred 
Chinamen should come to Victoria dur- 
ing the next tliroo months and 
I>ay ii head tax of $500 each, that 
would mean under tho law as It 
stood a revenue ' of $25,000 to British 
Columbia. Under the proposed ar- 
ranBem(<nt, It tlioso Chinamen in re- 
sponse to a question .say that they 
projioso ultimately tq go to tho other 
provinces, thls-proylnce will not get 
one dollar of "this ' money, although 
tlKTo Is no po.sslblo means of pre- 
venting es'cry one of the immigrants 
from ri.-maining In this province, nor Is 
there anyway of ascertaining. It they 



act upon tlielr;declar.cil Intention. The 
whole 100 niay remain in British Co- 
lumbia and yet the other provinces 
may get the $25,000. Yet Mr. Teni- 
pleman, representing his province in 
tho Dominion, has con.se nted to tho In- 
troduction and passage of a measure 
tliat is extrenfel}' lUcely* to";w,^rk out 
thi.s Injustice to Brlflsh Columhla. Tho 
same ob.iervation applies, though in a 
somewhat modified form to the otlier 
representatives of tho province in 
the' House of Commons. They may 
not be held responsible for tho Intro- 
iluctlon of the measivre, but tluy 
certainly have incurred a very grave 
responsibility if they luivo permitted 
the bill to pass without protest. 'We 
assume that tliey must have done so, 
for the government' would hardly have 
passed It over their protest. 

As a practical measure tho proposed 
statute is an absurdity. A Chinaman 
when lie enters Canada may In per- 
fectly good faith .«ay that he is going 
to Alberta, or some other eastern 
province, (u- he may .-ay that lie la 
going to remain in British Columbia. 
On tliti very day of his landing be 
may 'see good reasons for changing his 
mind. Tho man who said h" w'ls 
going to reni.ain here may go to .Mani- 
toba, and the man who said lie was 
going to Nova Scotia may decide to 
remain In Victoria. There Is nothing 
legally or morally wrong in smh a 
ihange of intention. The immigrant 
has paid his head ta.\'. and has Just 
much right to alter liis intended des- 
tination as any other man. Yet tho 
Dominion government proposes to alter 
the law so as to divide up the head 
tax according to the ultimate destin- 
ation of the immigrant. Surely no ar- 
gument is needed to show to what ab- 
surd results such a provision may lend. 
If It is just that the head tax should 
go to thi> province where the Chinaman 
ultimlitely goes, and that must lie 
what Is intended or else^the now pro- 
vision is an absurdity. It will be ut- 
terly Impossible by any device of liu- 
man ingenuity to ensure such a iiro- 
portionment. It seems a very oxtra- 
-ordinary-thlng.that.the.flrst knowledge 
that tho provincial government has 
iKid of a piece of legislation directly 
affecting liie provincial revenue should 
be tlirough a press despatch, and a 
very meagre one at that. A protest 
has gone forward to Ottawa against 
the bill beconiing law. but are we not 
right when we characterize as ex- 
traordinary, and as carrying political 
partisanship to an extreme, 'that a 
a bill of tho above nature should be 
introduced into Parliament and pas- 
sed Ijy tlie House of Commons without 
the government of the province most 
vitally affected by It being given an 
opportunity to bo lienrd?

BRITISH OPINION^ 



The' Daily Telegraph says: Un- 
wearied in the work ot perfecting tho 
cle.sign and extending the structuro of 
the cpuch-niakliig liolley charaotor- 
istic of his rclgii.

The Anglo-Uusslaii con- 
vention was much crlllcl-/,ed at thu 
time of Its conclusion; yet It has al- 
ready conferred almost prieedcss ad- 
\'untagcs upon the contracting jjowers. 

The fanatical criticlsins ot His 
Majesty's .Imirney uttered by pcrnl- 
cloua tuedflicrs who condemn the do- 
mestic policy of tho Tsardom are be- 
low notice, and will prove as Impotent 
as Ill-informed. We may hope thai; 
through the efforts of M, l.svol.'iky and 
Sir I'jdward Grey, under the auspices 
ot their respective sovereigns, the 
two nations may establish what wo 
liave called the habit of working to- 
gether. 

The Morning I'o;-t s;iys: The re- 
casting of the civil service seems to 
be proeeeding on lines which indicate 
that the forces ot reaction are pre- 
vailing against tho ideas ot adminis- 
trative eflicicncy which were ini- 
planlod ill the new colony by its late 
administration. 'I'ho blame ought to 
bo attached to those, lioweviM', v.'ho 
made It possible by a reckU.'ss rever- 
sal of Imjierlal policy tor these devel- 
opnient.s to take place. At the same 
time it must not be forgotten that 
many cases of hardship which have 
arisen from the dismissal of officials 
would have been mitigated it the 
crown administrators under Lord 
Sclbornc had taken duo care before 
the change came to enact a sultabU? 
pensions ordinance, lu allowing this 
niattr:r to stand over for .settlement 
by an elected go\'ermneiit Ihey were 
taking risks which it is now e\'ident 
were wholly unjtistilled. The mis- 
chief has, however, been done, and it 
is difli'cult to see what adequate 
remedy is still practicable. 

The Standard says: The govern- 
ment has ugain and again lalcen a 
pride in having provided for current 
necessities at the expense of the fu- 
ture. A certain ability is rec|ulred 
to balance revenue and exponditurn 
even on this principle under existing 
conditions, although It Is greatly as- 
.slsted by tho most recltlesa reductions 
In the navy and army estimates. All 
that the country^ Is privileged to 
know at present Is that the govern- 
ment will remit no more taxation, and 
that the Chancellor of the Eschetiuer 
Intends still further to cut down the 
service estimate. Kvery scheme ot 
social reform, as It Is euphemistically 
called, brought In by the government 
involves vast, expenditure, an^ such 
part of that expenditure as' Is not 
postponed ■ receives no contrilnition 
from the classes which it Is designed 
to benefit. It hui In fact become part 
of the Liberal policy of magnanimity 
and justice and tho rest to set class 
against class, and to legislate for one 
section of society at the expense of 
another. The Licensing bill is osten- 
sibly devised to promote temperance, 
and If It resulted in reducing the con?.' 
sumption of alcohol where is the 
dellcleiicy in tho revenue .to comQ 
from? And yet tho government pre- 
tend to lie Indignant when It Is sug- 
g estedthat they should broaden a 
basis of taxation which i^j patently 
absurd, whicli results in unfair dis- 
Iribiition of taxation, and which is 
demonstrably inadequate. They are in 
a dilenmia, and no one need ])it.\- 
them. 

Tho Daily Chronicle says: The true 
inwardness of the Opposition amomi- 
ment to the l'"'lnanee hill was lilselosi-d 
yesterday. There Is more "broadimliig 
tlie basis" In tho amendment than 
mecls tho eye. It talks of "broaden- 
ing the basis' ot taXfitlon." The rea- 
son why it does so Is that It was 
necessary bo lo broaden the baals of 
the amendment that all larring sec- 
tions of the Opposition might unite 
n|)on it. The debate might, never- 
tlieb.'ss, liax'e ser\ed a. useful purpose 
if the tiirilT reform supporters of the 
ameiulnieiit had frankly stated >vhat 
tlii'V at any rate meant. This they 
were logieally hound to do, but they 
cai-ofnlij- avoided it.

AfllTATIflN AGAINST 
, THE USE OF OPIUM 



Local Chinese League Formed 
to Eliminate tlie Practice 
Here 



There is an as'itatiori among a 
certain clement of the residents of 
Chinatown for tlie suppression of tho 
opium smoking habit. Enquiry yes- 
terday elicited the information that 
an anti -opium leaguo had been formed, 
that it alreiKly boasted o£ a strong 
niembershlp and that its numerlqal 
strength was constantly, Increasing. 
It was stated by one of the suppout- 
ers of the movement that the. major- 
ity of tho local natives of tho Flowery 
Kingdom realized tho terrible effects 
of the evil and that they were not 
only ^vllling but anxious to do every- 
thing possible to free their unfortun- 
ate brethern, who were enthralled by 
the fascination of tho insidious prac- 
tice, from Its enervating influence. 
Similar organizations had been es- 
tablished In Vancouver and New 
Westminster and he believed that 
they were doing good. The same lino 
of campaign would be adopted . In 
Victoria and those responsible' felt 
conndent that In tls&e they would be 
ablo to blot out, to a largo extent at 
least, tho Indiscrimlnato uso of the 
drug by "hop llends." 

It was agreed by mcmbora of the 
association that they were undertak- 
ing the solution of a knotty problem. 
But it had been unilertaken In China 
and the law Introduced recimtly was 
proving most benellclal. "Already," 
one of tho organlze-rs of tho now 
society remarked yesterday, "seventy 
per cent, of tlie dens In which opium 
smoking used to go on from day to 
day, without any attempt at conceal- 
ment, had been wiped out' of exist- 
ence." He argued that what was 
being done on such a large scale In 
the great eastern empire could surely 
be attempted in British Columbia with 
proportionate success. 

"So many people misunderstand us" 
remarked the aforementioned Inform- 
ant, a well educated Chinaman. "Wo 
realize that opium' is not good for a 
fellow. It takes away his manhood 
and we are just as sorry as outsiders, 
and perhaps more so, that it has been 
allowed to obtain such a strong liold 
among our numbers. With no law 
enabling us to close tho dens It is 
hard for .us. to do anything. All that 
the new league C|in do Is to. attcmjU 
by moral influence to check tho pre- 
valence of the practice. In that way 
we think we can make ourselves felt 
l)ut unless wo are bucked up by some- 
thing stronger than persuasion, . it 
will be an impossible task to blot it 
out altogether." 



TO CLEAR LAND IN 
QUALICUM DISTRICT 

Official of C. P. R. Inspecting 
Island Holdings Suitable 
for Farming -l.. ' , ■ 



That the CP. R. has let ..another 
contract for the clearing of some 1,000 
acres of land In tho neighborhood ot 
Qub.llcum, a point on tho east coast 
of Vancouver island, near Nanalmo, 
Is reported from authentic sources, al- 
though it could not be ofllcially cor- 
roborated yesterday. For the past sev- 
eral days H. E. Boasloj-, assistant to 
U. M. JIarpolo, general executive as- 
sistant to the C. P. R; who Is now In 
tho old country, has been visiting Vic- 
toria and points along the E. & N. 
line. He left for Quallcum yesterday 
afternoon by the 3 o'clock train on 
business, it is stated, in connection 
with the proposed clearing of agri- 
cultural land In that locality. 

The announcement that the com- 
pany has taken another s^p in tho 
direction ot opening for settlement 
some of the property which was ob 
talned when tho B. & N. railway was 
transferred to the C. P. R. •.vHl not 
come as a surprise to Victorians. It 
was stated by Mr Marpolo at the time 
a contr.ict was let for work of a simi- 
lar character on a block la the vicin- 
ity of i^adysmlth that that was only 
the commencement. lie then asserted 
that If it was thought, later on, that 
tho project would prove satisf.actnry In 
its results it would be continued at 
other places on a larger sc-'le. Th 
district of Quallcum was recommended 
after an inspection by Mr. Mnrpole, 
who was accompanied by R. Palmer, 
provincial horticultural commissioner, 
the latter stating that tho country 
there was eminently adapted for ag- 
ricultural (levelopme:it and that, after 
lieing cleared, there was scarcely like- 
ly to be difficulty in inducing settlers 
to take up holdings on a mutually 
agreeable , basis. 

While Jlr. Marpole did not take any 
dennlte action before his departure it 
is thouglit that he left it open to hi 
assistant to pursue the exiicriment. 

It Is exix^cted that :\lr. Bcasloy will 
return from up the line In the course 
of a few days when some authorlta' 
tlvi; announcement will be forthcom 
Ing. 

Briefly, the project Is to prepare a 
large portion of the C. P. R. lands for 
tho plough and then to Invite settler.s 
to take up the property, reasonable 
terms to be .arranged hy tho parties 
concerned. It has been pointed out 
by Jtr. JInrpolo that rho object of tho 
C. I>. R. was to encourage the settle 
mcnt of the more sparsley populated 
sections of Vancouver Island, and thl.' 
could best bo done, In their opinion, 
by clearing the principal obstacles lii 
tlie way of tho pioneer anxious to make 
a living and willing to make an tarn 
est effort. It was much bettor that 
they should bo given blocks ready for 
agricultural uso than that they should 
be placed on timbered areas which 
would necessitate their wasting time 
energy and money In clearing before 
any profits could be derived from ac 
tual farming. ,

Golden yesterday stat- 
ing that a thorough Investigation 
would be made of tlie proposals with 
a view to ascertain to what extent 
suijplles would bo purchased in B.C., 
and as to what assurance of this 
would bo given the government by 
tho successful contractors and also as 
to what route within British Columbia 
may bo selected for the transport of 
their supplies. If tho answers are 
favorable the government Is prepared 
to consider the scheme with a view to; 
granting substantial assistance to- 
wards tho construction of a trail. 

In any event the selection of a route; 
will largely depend upon tho contrac- 
tors who win examine that question 
befpre tendering. 

Text of Letter. 

Tho full text of the letter which was 
sent yesterday by Hon. Dr. Young to 
the CToIden delegation follows: 
H. Parsons, Esq., M.P.P., Golden. B.C. 

Sir, — I am Instructed to Inform you 
that the executive council have care- 
fully considered the facts presented by 
yourself and delegation from Golden, 
In reference to tho construction of a 
road northward to the territory to be 
occupied by tho construction gangs of 
tho Grand Trunk Pacific railway, in 
which yon ask that the government 
come to the assistance ot the citizens 
of Golden and provide from tho funds 
of tho province a sum sufficient to 
enable the construction ot tho road 
to be proceeded with at once. Tho 
government have decided that they 
will give this matter a thorough in- 
vestigation, with the view of ascer- 
taining to what extent supplies will 
be purchased In the province, and also 
to obtain from the contractors inter- 
ested in tho work, assurances that the 
proposed road will bo tiscd by them In 
the transport ot supplies, and further 
as to what route within British Co- 
lumbia may be selected for their 
transport. I am also Instructed to say 
tliat should tho result of those in- 
quiries be favorable, tho government 
will then be prepared to consider tho 
scheme in its entirety with tho view 
of granting substantial a.sslstance to- 
wards the construction ot the road.

It Is Improbable that British Colum- 
bia will be represented by a very largo 
delegation of teachers in the contin- 
gent which will take advantage of the 
Mosely tour of England this summer.

Thus It is altogether 
likely that the teachers who will bene- 
fit under the scheme will bo those of 
Ontario and Quebec onl.v. 

It is hoped ..that some plan may be 
advanced by which the British Colum- 
bia members of the profession may bo 
aided to make the tour, for the ad- 
vantages of the trip from an educa- 
tional standpoint are hailed every- 
where as great.

' Living on the brink of the grand 
canyon of • Arizona there was -a few 
years ago. an old '!man. who was a 
' luminous character^ He was all alone 
with biniself and the canyon, and he 
found very good companionship In 
both. He never tired of watching the 
effect of the changing lights and 
shades — the .sunrises and sunsets and 
drifting cloud shiidows— on the won- 
derful coloring of the rocks In the 
srrand old gorge. He earned his own 
living, and one day when he was at 
worlc all alone a company Of tourists 
at a little distance lioard him laughing 
very hoArtlly. They ha,53tened to him. 
asking: "What i^ the matter? What 
are you laughing at'.'" Ho replied: "Oh, 
nothing! I was Just telling myself a 
funny story." 

Happy is the man wlio can be a 
good companion to liimself; who can 
tell himself entertaining things while 
be works. 

This is what we should aim at in 
the training of children.' In order to 
attain It In our children wo must at- 
tain It In ourselves. AVc cannot live 
one kind of life and train our offspring 
to another. In order thus to be happy 
in ourselves and our work It is neces- 
.sary to be intelligent. Industrious, self- 
reliant and honest with ourselves and 
all the world. 

To be intelligent Ls more than to 
acquire a knowledge of what !.s In 
books and new.siiapers. That l.-; merely 
availing one's self of other peojjle's In- 
telligence — absorbing other people's 
thoughts. To bo Intelligent is to think 
for one's aolf, tn road between the 
lines, to look about and observe and 
retiect on what one observes. 

To bo indu.-itrious Is more than to 
work under compulsion or when driven 
to it by the pressing need of food and 
shelter. That is to bo a slave. To be 
Industrious is to work with a certain 
joy In the doing; with the pleasure of 
seeing things grow under your liand.s; 
with some little fraction of tliat su- 
premo eatl.-itaction wliicli mutt 1"j llie 
portion of the Creator of the imiverse. 
Did you ever think how He must en- 
joy His work'.' What hajjpluess must 
ho Ills In watching tlu; planets shape 
themselves under the direction ot lllji 
will! 

To be self-reliant Is t(j look to one's 
l-:elf for help In all the alTaIrs of life, 
not to he forever leaning upon those 
iiboat you. There is great satisfaction 
In feeling tluit you liavo the ability 
to do for yourself, 'All men respect 
jiowcr. Did you ever notice how the 
farmers always look up to watch the 
...train go by'.' Did you ever think why 
they do tliis? It Is because within 
that locomotive there is a mighty 
force which comi^els their admiration. 
That enghiO is going somewlier(> — do- 
ing something. We admire tli.-it eltlier 
in a man or nuicliine. There Is stimu- 
latltm in feeling that you are aile- 
quuto to the task before you. Cut 
even when you know that you are 
Inadoquate, If the task is yours it la 
belter to take It up and struggle man- 
fully forward to the best of your abil- 
ity. Strength comes with every earn- 
est effort. 

To be iionost is more than to re- 
frain from stealing anotlier inan'.s 
, purse, more than raying the exact 
Viunibor of dollars you owe. Honesty 
. In cans far more than not defrauding 
other people flnanclnlly. It moans 
iinotliing less than not defrauding 
.•■'■yourself by >./ar own prejudices and 
■ ralso Judgments. It means dealing 
fairly and s(iuaroly witli yourself; 
loonlng at yourself with tlic sanu! i>y(f.s 
wltli whicli you dls.'ioct the conduct 
of your associates. To 1)0 true onn 
mu.st never palliate one'.s own ml.s- 
(l(.<iriu. One mii.st look one'.s own wcak- 
'lloH.ses straight in the face and say to 
one's .self: "I am vain, selfish, not 
(lUlte ju.'it In my deallng.s -with others." 

Nothing le.".s than this kind of .self- 
.Trralgnmcnt Is honesty. Thl;; is tlio 
foundation of all .self-culture' and ot 
the culture of others, You cannot licli; 



yourself or another unless you know 
your own or his own strength and 
limitations. The .maddest of all mis- 
takes is to deceive yourself about 
yourself— unless, indeed, it bo deceiv- 
ing yourself aljoul your child, for that 
harm:s lK>th yourself and him. The 
reeiuisite thing In all culture?, whether 
of yourself or the child, is an abso- 
lutely candid mind which views all 
things without prejudice or partiality. 
The child must be trained to estimate 
Ills own vl'rtuea and vices wltM; exact- 
ness; to -think of his own deeds as lie 
would think of tlie de6d& ot a third 
person. _ ( 

When parent's' tell tfieir child various 
little falsehoods In order to get ^It to 
stop crying they arc knocking the 
very foundation plank of honesty from 
under the child's fi?ct. 

A red Indian once said: "I stanil 
lunnble bi-fore the sun. I stand luimble 
under the sky. I stand lunnble be- 
neath the moon and stars .-it night. 
These things are ahva\s looking at 
me. ifow. th(>n, can 1 dr) otiier than 
wi)eal\ the truth'.'" Tli.at was his way 
of recognizing the eternal verities. It 
was not a bad way, for to be true we 
mu.st iceep close to nature, dose to 
the realities and away from the arti- 
heial In conduct and thought. 

Parents should never permit Idleness 
to become customary with their chil- 
dren. The home Is not doing Its duty 
unless It inculcates the idea that uaa- 
fulness is tl;*- lilghe.st type of manli- 
ness and womanliness. 

liy all means let the home and the 
child have resources for enjoyment 
within tiiemselves. Even in tlwir in- 
fantile play children should \>c icept 
thinking, Inventiii.g ni'w giunos for 
themselves. They should learn that 
etiTual companionship is not the 
highest liai)piness. It is a wrong so te 
rear ;i. girl that she is restless In her 
own society .and afraid to sit still for 
a moment and communcj with her own 
sold. 

The little ones should never be per- 
ndtted to play that they are quar- 
reling or punishing each other, or that 
they are sick. Such games lower the 
moral tone. There Is no Inspiration 
In imaginary misery. Let them play 
ganie.s which enhance their self- 
respect. 

The end and aim of all culture, 
\\liether of the home oj- the school. Is 
to I'liablc one to thinii aright; to work 
Intelligently end witli a Joy In the 
doliip; I,, 11,1(1 godil conii),-inlonshiii 
willilii one's self, and to give on<} the 
right t(i llnd in one's own character 
soiiiethiing of worth, 

The most prlnci>l.\- iiiliei-itanee whlcli 
the home can bequeath to thi' child 
is the certainty that, however aged 
and world-blinded he may have be- 
come, whenever Iio comes b.ick into 
the home and Into the presence of 
bis mother the scales will fall from 
bis eyes and he will discern cleailv 
the true from the false and that 
which Is worth being and striving for 
will stand forth In all Its alluring 
beauty and dignity.

The observation made by Mrs. 
Siiofford yesterday about tho Impor- 
tance of tho work of the unions in 
tho smaller communities contained 
much wisdom.

A 6-cent package of morning glory 
seeds will screen three ordinary city 
windows, and. If planted on either 
side, not through the ci-ntre of tho 
opening, they can bo traliu-il to form a 
pi;rfeet frame. Morning glories grow so 
lii.xuriantly that they must not be 
planted too tlilckly, and they must bo 
pruned out, otherwise they mat and 
form nesting jilaccs for insects, sjuders, 
el'c. 

Any cariienter, or even tho son of tho 
householili'r, can make window boxi'S, 
'J'he'y shoiilel bi' slightly wider than the 
outside winilow le-elge. and should bo 
lirmly lashed te> the; sides of tho win- 
dow frame;. They shoulil have two 
small boles bored In the bottom for tho 
water le) eiraln off, and soft green, gray 
e>r brown iiaiiit gives the best color ef- 
fe'et. The' breiwn should be light and 
e-.ool-looldng, not a reddlsh-broivn. Rod 
Is pretty for a time, but BOOn looks'hot. 

Feir the living room ' try -vines on 
e ither side, and then train them;to cross 
111 the centre of tho Avlndovv to form a 
frame and fill In the centre of your box 
with geraniums, swcel clyslum, pan- 
,sies and English daisies. . 

Vine's that grow rapidly, from 'seed 
are morning glories, cypress, dollchos 
end scarlet runners, which If planted 
now will give you good shade by .luly 
fourth. Or; you can buy any of tho 
following plants or root's andluive vlno- 
screena In a short time: Cinnamon 
kudzu' vine, cobca scandons, akebia 
eiulnata, moon llower and clomatla pan- 
ii'iilala. The seeds are never more; 
than ten ci'uls a package, while the 
jilants vary from Ifi to GO cents each. — 
Chicago News.

No girl is cillowed to tutor in several 
departments, as it would weaken her 
own work in her studies. 

"I do private coaching in doniestiu 
sclonce and receive $2 an hour. There 
are live young ladles in my charge. 

"I have charge of the Book Exchange. 
The girls who have books to sell Igt mo 
know. I receive 5 cents on each book 
sold and give one-half of this 'to tho 
college Christian Association.-' I 'inako 
?« or $10 doing this. Last year I earned 
$GG doing clerical work In the faculty 
olllce and cleared $10 making Tree day 
coHtumes. 1 earn money in vacation by 
Bowing, recbivlng 20 conhs an hour 
making ovOrsleovcB and doing similar 
work, and from 00 cents to $1 sewing 
on braids and Jlxing skirts. 
• "I liavc an agency for fountain pens, 
banners, pillows and .•similar things. I 
make considerable in this way and keep 
down expenses by living in one of tho 
dormitories where I liolp with tho 
work." 



Methods Against Fleas.

'Where- Insects 
might lodge or breed. Powdered alum ' 
may be sprinkled upon carpet.s already 
laid, and then brushed or swept into i 
their meslics ^vlth no injury to tho car-' 
pot.-i and with tlie> certainty of banish- 
ment to niany Insect pests, including 
both moths and (loas. Shceta .that 
liiivo bei'n soalcod In alum water and 
then dried may prolilably Inclose those 
that arc spread nearest to the sleeper.

Colonel Dudley .-ind Mr. W. M. Coats 
favored fleUl trial.-! for cocker spaniels, 
and said that they would be the me.ans 
o£ bringing out a largo number of dogs 
for show purposes. Cocker spaniels are 
used extensively In the east for liunt- 
Ing purposes, said Mr. Ijeggat, the pre- 
sident, and especially In JIunkoka and 
tlio country surrounding the Great 
Lakes, where they are used for deer 
hunting. 

Colonel Dudley said that the cocker 
was essentially a working dog, and It 
trained proporiy could excel tho pointer 
and setter. Tlioy were especially good 
for bush work, and could always ho de- 
pended upon to fetch the bird from thn 
n-iost Intricate piece of brush, to their 
master, and this could not always bo 
said of other dogs. If they wore properly 
trained they would prove to bo indis- 
pensable. 

There is every poRslhlllty that cocker 
spaniel clubs will be formed in all the 
coast cities.

"A big fund is to be raised with 
which to enterlnin the visting oarsmen 
iluring their .stay in Seattle. Crews 
from Victoria, Vanc>uver, Nelson, 
Portland and .Seattle will be rejn-i!- 
sented In the regatta, The l-iicos will 
consist (if four-oar(Ml sheiks, scmlor and 
junior; double sculls; Hlnglo sculls, and 
canoe races. An effort also Wlli be 
made to bring here the Indian war 
canoes.

■At a special meeting of the city 
council last evening the report of the 
committee, consisting of Arthur L. 
Adams, tho water expert, the city pur 
chasing agent, water commissioner 
and city electrician, was considered 
and adopted. Tho tender of tho Cana 
dlau General Electric company tor the 
Yates street pumping plant was tlie 
lowest at $2,700, but. as R, P, RIthot & 
Co. proposed to supply a pump of a 
better type, and their motor is ono 
and one-half ,'Jiofse power larger, it 
was recommended that the contract 
bo awarded to tho latter firm for tho 
sum of $2,795. Elglit tenders in all 
were received. 

For the supply of steel rivettcd pipe, 
27, 2-t and 18 Inch, this pipe to bo laid 
from the North Dairy pumping sta- 
tion to the lake, together with the 
wrought Iron and castlron specials, the 
tender of tho Hydraulic Supply com- 
pany, Seattle was accepted. The price 
tendered was ,as follows: 27 In. pipe, 
$2.83% and $3.0114; 24 in., $2.48% and 
$2.G4%; 18 in., $1.1)3 and $2.05 
Wrought Iron specials, 15 cents per 
pound. The firm put in the two ten- 
ders for tno steel pipe, tho lower one 
for December delivery and the higher 
one for October delivery. That for 
December delivery will be accepted, 
the committee recommending this as 
the months of November and Doccm- 
her are generally stormy, the work 
will probably be as far ahead by com- 
mencing at the end of December as In 
November and as it would be more 
satl.sfactory for the llrin to make tho 
specials as well as the pipe the con 
tract for the rlvctted specials will also 
bo awarded to tho Hydraulic Supply 
company, althfugh their 'tender was 
slightly higher than the next. The 
contract for castlron specials was 
awarded to "Messrs. Adams and Par- 
sons at 7% cents per pound. Six Arms 
In oil tendered for the pipe and spe- 
cials. 

. Tenders for Laying Pipe 
Tho Robertson Iron Works \vas 
awarded the tender for laying the pipe, 
Its (Iguro for each size being 40 cents, 
which was very much lower than tho 
other three tenders. Mayor Hall 
pointed out, however, that this linn 
had failed to make allowance for de- 
livering the pipe to tho various -loca- 
tions, to do which will cost about 
$1,500, but even with that cost Includ- 
ed Its tender Is lower by nearly $900 
than that of McDougall & Jenkins, tho 
next lowest tender. Mayor" Hall sta 
ted that It is expected that' once the 
laying of the pipe commences about 
300 feet a, day will be put dowii and 
all will bo In place by the end of next 
April. 

The fire wardens recommended that 
tho tender of tho American La France 
company for two Champion combin- 
ation chemical lire engine and ho.so 
waggons at a cost of $2,975 each bo 
accepted. These apparatus are the 
same as that now in use by tho city, 
which has given satisfaction. It had 
been decided to purchase one motor 
engine but It was decided- to get two 
of tlie others. Oner'.wlll. be. stationed 
near tho > corner of Burhside road and 
Doiiglafr where a temporary building 
will be^ereoted until the new lire hall 
can be- erected -there, and the other In 
James Bay, though next year It is ex- 
pected that a (Ire engine will be sta- 
tioned in this latter section. The 
company which got the tender Is one 
of the best in the United States and 
supplies much apparatus to other parts 
of Canada and also to England. 

Tenders will al.so be called for the 
construction of llreproof fire halls In 
tho above locations. It had been de- 
cided to call fur tenders for brick 
buildings but cement manufacturers 
will also be given a chance. 

Makes Suggestion 

Aid. Olea.^on called the attention to 
the condition of the tramway tracks on 
Gladstone avenue where the city is 
grading and putting on rock. The rails 
are below the surface and should be, 
he thouglit, lixed at once. He also 
culled attention to the fact that ow- 
ing to other duties the food inspector 
has not had time to attend to the pro- 
per inspection of foods.

The Henrlette probably the most 
.'economical steam freigiUer now en-

' Boscowitz. Willi a total complement 
of fourteen luuuls and requiring- but 
six tons of coal daily— which is less 
tlian a fifteontli of what Is required 
to O'lerato the Prliicess Victoria — 
the llenri<!tt(^ is as cheauly operated 
as any yessel on this coast. 

Included In t!;e crew of .the Hejirl.-. 
ett(! Is an niventor who hOnes some- 
day to electrify the world'' wUh a 
.reversible turbine engine, ^,\Vhlch,' not 
'.' onlyi can''reverBC,-..but 'also 'operate at 
an economical, as well as high speed. 
', The'- drawback of /the iirDsont turbine 
. system "of propulsion for steam ves- 
■'sels is the failure ' of the engine to 
reverse, separate machinery being re- 
quired by the high speed liners for 
this purpose. Sir. H. Ruffell, second 
engineer of the steamer Henriette lias 
built a working model with a five- 
inch propeller with strong pitch 
driven by a reversible steam turbine.

Jiji Sliimpo, after pointing out tho 
great increase In the number of ship- 
ping disasters in Japanese waters says: 

That the e.xact percentage of calam- 
ities to Japanese shljis in comparison 
with foreign vessels cannot be known 
until after a careful ini|uiry has been 
made, but generally siu-aking the rale 
seems larger on the Japanese .^ide. The 
number of British coasting and over- 
sea service shi;>s that met with disas- 
ter during tlie year ending Juno 1901 Is 
returned at 2,,')()7, which corresponds to 
2S per cent, of tlie tot;il number of 
Britisli ships on tiic register (luring 
tile same period. In l'.)05, ij2,-> .Tapano.so 
vessels of over ZD tons oncoimtered 
mishaps, being a rate <]f 37 per cent, 
which is certainly larger than the Brit- 
isli percentage above (|Uoiod. 

Althougli the increase of shipping 
catastrophics may be Inevitable to ii 
certain extent owing to the .suddiui 
augmentatloi) of tonnage during tlu' 
la'i- war, such a succession of disas- 
ters as ha-s recently been recorded eaii 
scarcely bo overlooked. Shi.nping dis- 
asters are as frequently cau.sed by nat- 
ural agencl.es over which men hiivi- no 
control as by neglect or want of proijcr 
attention on the part of the seamen. 
But somethhig like 70 to 80 per cent 
of tlie seamen who are annually 
brought before tho Marine courts are 
found blameworthy in one respect or 
another and are dealt wdth accordingly. 
While it follows as a matter of cours-o 
that shipowners should be very cir- 
cumspect in the character and ability 
of the men who navigate their vessels, 
it is said that on some ships tho crews 
arc undi'rmannod from economical 
considerations, and the men are ine- 
vitably jiut to excessive worlc, with tho 
result that untoward incidents occur. 
If such a state of things nally o.\iatM 
it is advi.sable tliat the sliiiiowners, for 
the safeguarding of their own inten sts 
us well as tliose of othei-s, .should see 
thiit their slilps are jirojierly manned 
and efficiently handled, so ;is to mini- 
mise the disasters wliicli have become 
so alarmingly frequent of late years.

"foreign trade"... It Is found that thore 
were 2,'5,823. arrlvala. last .yeait of 11,- 



500,000 tons and 23,838 departures of 
practically the same tonnage. In tho 
"local trade" thore wore 2'30,112. arri- 
vals of 0,500,000 tons, malting a grand 
total of slightly over 18,000,000 tons. 
In .the. fprolgn., trade, s3M. per cent, of 
the tdjoearirgolrigiiiteamers;^ Brit- 
ish, ;33.'5 per ' cent, fordlgn, 20.1 por 
cent. British river boats, and 11.5 per 
cent, were Junks. For foreign ocean 
vessels an increase of o31 ships of 
027,380 ton.s' is sliown, which is wholly 
due to the Japanese firms increasing 
their carrying trade.

Til'' Drummuir struck within a few 
fee-L of wliere the Pyrenees spent sev- 
i.'ral months. The Drummuir was float- 
ed w-illi little difficulty, and, as tho 
survey at Pa|)eet<' sliowed that the hull 
had suffered no damage, the voyage 
was resumed. From Algoa bay the 
Drummuir proceeded to Newcastle, 
Aus., where iti© flag was changed.

A Down East Schoel House. 

Newhaven Is a hamlet In Vermont. 
It boasts one general store, one small 
factory, and a cluster of humble 
dwellings. 'Powering over these in 
massive dignity, large enough lo shel- 
ter all the villagers to contain tho 
store and most of the factory, stands 
a sclioolliouse. It haa been there for 
more than a generation, a building 
singularly inappropriate to its sur- 
roundings, even an absurdity in Its 
useli^ssness. In its history is revealed 
something of pathos, ' more of ro- 
mance; for this pretentious structure 
in the obscure' Yankee hamlet was 
the gift of a British baronet.

With 
little money, with less learning, ho 
trudged away to the north. 

Sampson found employment witli the 
fur traders. For years he toilcil in tho 
frozen wilderness, steadily rising. He 
becaiiK' ultlmntclj' one of tho most 
imi)ortant workers for Astor's coni- 
Iiany. It was under his direction 
that tile company Ih-.-it establislied 
its own line of shli>s. Then, wltli 
eajiitai and experience gained, he 
went into tlie fur business for him- 
self. 

As time passed, lie prospered amaz- 
ingly. His depot for peltry In Lon- 
don was the largest In the world. At 
the annual auctions in the warehouse, 
the chief buyera of the different na- 
tions assembled. His wealth became 
enormous. 

By reason of his business interests 
he had early become a Britisli sub- 
ject. Ho was staunch in his advo- 
cacy of the Atlantic cable, and in its 
Iiehalf lavished energy and money. 
When disaster seemed to be im- 
minent, Sampson saved tho day. His 
deed Is a matter' of record, and' It was 
in reward of this that Queen Victoria 
made him a baronet. Irl this connec- 
tion, it is interesting to note that 
Cyrus Field and Sampson were Inti- 
mate friends! The death of the Am- 
erican banker occurred In the 
baronet's London mansion. ' 

But always through his years of 
labor and of success Sampson mourned 
liis lack of early education. Doubt- 
less, as is so often the case, he mag- 
nified tho value of that which lie 
lacked. Indeed, his natural aptitude 
and industry were sucli that in Ills 
maturity ho enjoyed a reputation for 
the elegance of his manners and the 
e.xtont of his knowledge. He ap- 
peared to be a polished aristocrat. 

At last he determined to buUd a 
schoolhouso In the place of hU birth, 
and In due time a costly structure 
was erected in the forlorn nook of tho 
Green Mountains. Along with it, he 
donated a largo ;ind carefully selected 
library, Tho books are thore today, 
practically unri-ixd. He was resolved 
that no other boy in his childhood's 
lioiiic should suffer as he suffered for 
lack of means of lc:iriiing. 

Such is the nionunient in Vermont 
of one among her sons w-lio achieved 
success. Sir t'urtis' son, tlie present 
baronet, still carries op the business 
in London. And in tho Yanltee hamlet 
still looms the temple he built to 
learning.

Temperance leform is no longer the 
hobby of extremists. Men and women 
the world over are giving It most seri- 
ous consideration — jiosslbly no nues- 
tion of the present day is receiving so 
much attention as that of the legalized 
liquor traffic— its curtailment or Its to- 
tal prohibition, and tho Ught against 
which was begun solelj- as a moral Is- 
sue, by religions bodies, Is at the pres- 
ent time receiving the support of 
statesmen, politicians, scientists; pro- 
fessional men and educationalists, and 
of business men.

Iiolnt In regard to alcohol Is simple 
enough. It is a poison, and as a 
pol.son, like other poisons, has certain 
uses, but the limitations In the uso of 
alcohol should be as strict as the lim- 
itations in the use of any kind of 
poison. Moreover, it is an insidious 
poison, in that it produces effects 
which seem to have only one antidote 
— "more poison.' " 

Sir Andrew Clark, M.D., physician 
to Her late Majesty, Queen Victoria, 
declared unhe.sltatlngl.v — "The healtli 
is ahv.aj's in some w-ay Impaired by 
alcohol — benefited, ne\-er." 

To these may be added a long list 
of men, eminent in tlie ])rofession, 
and we add women as well, who an? 
equally emphatic in their denunciation 
of alcohol Indiscriminately used. 

Tlio ]irofessional athli'to forbids the 
use of alcohol In athletic training — a 
sound and practical argument .against 
tho theory of tho food value of alcohol. 
.\n athlete must have a sound body; 
.-ileohoi prejudicially affects the nour- 
Isiiment of .the body, henco it is pro- 
hibited. 

Scientists today declare th.at alcohol 
has no food \-aluc, and are thus con- 
tributing their share of argument 
••igaiiist the ('Ininis of intoxicants on 
that ground. Kir Itleharil Treves, al- 
ready (inoied, who -vvas wllh the relief 
eolumn which marched on to Lady- 
smith, states that la that eolumn of 
;iO,000. the first men to drop out were 
not tlie big men, nor the small men. 
nor the -short men, nor the tall men, 
liut the drinkers, and that they 
dropped out as clearly as if they had 
boon labelled with a big letter on their 
backs.

Leather Shoes for Horses. 

A new market for leather, according 
to tho Franc Parleur, is. to bo found in 
Australia, concerning which this 
French journal says: 

"In districts of Australia the horso 
is shod with leather, Instead of Iron. 



The feet receive bettor support. This 
novelty is employed only in regions 
where tho ground is permanently 
covered with grass or line sand. In a 
eountryvlike Australia, where stock^J 
are sometimes scarce and a horseman 
may e.vperionce great dlfllculty at a 
critical moment in finding a horso- 
slioe, such an innovation is a useful 
novelty. AVIth extra shoes whoso 
weight is a trifle, shoes, too, that can 
bo fitted wdthout trouble, it Is prac- 
ticable to travel without fe.ar of tho 
horso losing Its shoe and being injured. 
Though the leather shoe Is more ex- 
pcnsivo than the Iron shoe, the higher 
price is repaid by the superior ad- 
vantage. "In some, auartera the horses 
were never shod' with Iron, Probably 
shoes, liko drivers, Will be supplied 
before long, thus avoiding the dis- 
agrooablo experience of a horse's hoof 
wearing too rapidly. It Is not""lmpos- 
slble tlio innovation will 'soon extend 
to overj' country where tho nature of 
the soil permits It to be used." — From 
Daily Consular and Trade Reports, 



FOREST FIRES RAGE 
ON THE UPPER YUKON 

Telegraph Line and Timber De- 
stroyed — Undesirable For- 
eigners Arrive 



Dawson, Juno 17.— Forest fire.? arc 
raging near llinto and along Lake Lc- 
bargo. Fifteen miles of the Canadian 
telegraph wire have already been de- 
stroyed near Minto and for five miles 
along the lake. Hundreds o£ square 
mlloa of valuablo timber have been 
destroyed. The telegraph wires will 
bo replaced as soon as possible.- The 
fires were set by travelers en route 
down the rlvor In small boats. 

There have been over 800 arrivals 
hero to date. Most of tho arrivals aro 
Slavonians and Ru.sslans, who arc in 
moat Inst.-mces unable to spealc a word 
of English. There Is a growing senti- 
ment hero against admitting these 
people. They are coming principally 
from tho Treadwell mines, and are of 
an Ignorant class. The authorities are 
already Investigating means by which 
they may prevent these foreigners 
from coming Into Canadian territory. 
It is feared, however, that tho Ameri- 
can authorities will prevent tliclr re- 
turn.

Cranbrook, B. C, June 'i'7. — A half- 
breed named Baptiste Pauchoneuve, 
alias Jock Miller, one of the most des- 
perate criminals of tho entire North- 
west came In here last night on tho 
Soo Flyer from Spokane In charge of 
Sergeant Patrick Egan, of the North- 
wt:-t .Mounted Police, Letbbrldge, and 
; . Hull, Deputy Sheriff Of Coeur 
u .vleno County, Idaho. 

In 1900 F"aucheneuve was sentenced 
at Edmonton, Alta., to five years' penal 
servitude in Stony Jlountaln Peniten- 
tiary for liorsc-stealing, and having 
completed- liis term was released in 
11)05, but only to return to his old pur- 
suit. In October, 1905, he was sen- 
tenced at Mucleod, Alta., to ton years 
in Stony Jlountain for horse-rustling, 
but, possibly profiting by his knowl- 
edge of tho geography ' of tho jail ho 
broke prison on December 2'i, 1905, and 
escaped into Montana. Undeterred by 
his experience on tlie Canadian yide'of 
the boundary he. very soon got himself 
into the clutches of tlio States' authori- 
ties owing, once again, to his love for 
other people's horses, and, in conse- 
quence found himself inside the walls 
Of Deer Lodge sometime in 190G, only 
to find hl-s way outside sometime in 
the same year In bold defiance of the 
arnie^ guards and the blood hounds 
that -were at once laid on his track 
and ran him, full cry, for fifteen miles 
till the almost esthaustod fugitive 
leaped on to the back of another 
horse not his oWn and fled bare-back- 
ed 5vlth him over the Idaho border line 
Into Washington where his trail seem- 
ed to fade out utterly. 

The hunt died do^vn and Fauchen- 
euvo, under his new name of Jack Mil- 
ler, possibly thought that the North- 
west Mounted Police had grown weary, 
though an exhaustive 'search was be- 
ing prosecuted from" the Dakotas to 
the Pacific. 

Quite recently Deputy Sheriff Hull 
got a trace of the escaped i)rlsoner 
amongst tho Spol<ane Indians and hav- 
ing notified the agency autliorities 
tliat he wanted tho man, he, a feu- 
days ago, made the arrest on tlie re- 
serve near the mouth of the Spolcano 
river and ;it once notified tlie Alberta 
officials who had offered a reward for 
the cajiture of the fugitive. Sergeant 
Egun-was sent to bring back Fauchen- 
euvo for tho eomjiletion of liis sentence 
at Stony Mouritaln and also to take his 
trial for breaking prison which will 
probably add an additional four or five 
year to his detention.

While If is axiomatic that one can- 
not beli(;ve all he hears or more than 
half be sees, it has Ijeeii the common 
impression up to date tliat at least the 
instruments of sclonce are unbiased and 
incorrujitible, and' iiulte to tbo depend- 
ed upon for unvarying, cold-bloodud 
accuracy, i'crhaps they are, but even 
they, it seems, are ll.ablo to bo caught 
napping by tho unprecedented — al- 
though. It takes, an exceptionally fine 
imitation of an earthquake to deceive 
the seismograph. 

This little Instrument is of the sort 
that everyone has heard about In a 
vague, general way. It Is of course 
familiar to every meteoroioglat and 
modern earthquake specialist, and its 
mission is to record with an Irregular, 
wavy line, very liko tho accomplish- 
ment of the old-style cablegram re- 
cord. r, earthquake shocks or disturb- 
ance no matter If these occur on the 
other side of the earth. Time of oc- 
(.■urroncc, duration, direction, etc., are 
faltlifully Indiealed by the charaeter- 
islk-s of the wavy line, which seems 
to tlie uninitiated no more tiian the 
spoiling of so much Kond white paper. 

On Tuesday iii.Ljlit and a^aiii last 
evening, the seismogriiplis in A'ictoria 
recorded earthquake disturbances with 
a confused and hesitant line. It seemed 
rather to be two records, merged or 
Intertwtned. T-woi sln^ultaneous earth- 
quakes mlgh£ have produced such an 
unusual record, but - precedent' Is 
against simultaneous earthquakes.

Hundreds of 
pounds of high power explosives are 
discharged; science ,1s invoked and 
commanded by an expert'; the resultant 
spectaclii is such as to thrill and con- 
vince for the time being he who sees 
or hears, witli Its terrific realism.

• Rebels Capture Town and Put 
Government Troops to 
' Flight ' 



Thoro arc conllictlng reports rogard- 
ir.g tho antl-monarcliUil revolution in 
South China, accorillng to ailvlcLS re- 
ceived by the steamer Glenl'arg, which 
reached port yesterday. That the out- 
break is being viewed with alarm at 
Pelting, however, i.s evident from traiis- 
Jiitions of olUcial reports receh-ed at 
the capital and Iroin tlie ColUnving 
tran.slatlon of an Imperial rescript 
Hent to Viceroy 1-l.sl Ijiang, which .says; 

"Tho rebel Sim (Vat-sen) and his 
men have line modern rllif^s and are 
well pro\-iilinl witl) lands, -wliiist he 
possesses tin- devotion ol' Ids I'ldlow 
rebels- who seem to be well organized. 
We. have been informed that hia lol- 
Ibwers lit Yunnhn now number over 
5,000 men, and their object Ih to over- 
throw tlie dynasty. These rebels Ihore- 
t'orc, must not bo cunfu^sed with other 
kinds of Insurgents, whose sole and)i- 
tiun hitherto has liecn only local .'iue- 
cess. Xow tlie treaty port of Mengtse 
is the great g;iteway into Yunnan; 
once IMetigtze is lost tln' wliule pro- 
vince will suiter disa.-itroiisl\-. Lose no 
time therefore in collecting your uoops 
to the I'e.seiie of those now ojiposing 
the rebels. 

It Is aliout fifteen wears since Sun 
lat Sen .started the rebel propa.eaiula 
whicli has'resulted in tho revolution. 
He was aboutythat tithe captun d by 
tho Chinese •^•regatian In London, and 
at; effort made to send hint as captive 
by steamer from London, but he was 
released by the British authorities. 
He afterward came to Canada and en- 
deavored to eidlst the Clilnese of Vic- 
toria as sympathizers in the rebel 
movement. Since, lie has secured 
Bome aid in this city and in other cities 
of the Pacific coast. 

■ |Tho present rebellion started on 
April, toward the close of the month, 
when a body of antl-monarclilst!i 
variously estimated at Irom 3,000 to 
C,000, the majority of wlinin carry 
rilies of the latest pattern, cro.sscd tlie 
Annani frontiers Into Yunnan, In the 
vicinity of Hohsihioit, In the prefec- 
ture of Lingan. On Aprii 29 tho aiiti- 
tnonarchUts attacked and the day fol- 
lowing captured a number of fortified 
posts at-Hoktou, amongst the spoils 
being some 3,000 Mauser magazine 
rifles which . the cowardly garrisons 
threw away In their flight. On tho 
1st instant the main body of the in- 
surgents marched upon and attacked 
The market town , of Kaiiuia, in tho 
nelghliorhood of wliicli are some cop-'' 
per mine.-;, . the clilef manager of 
which w.'us shot Iiy tli(!m. The antl- 
inonarcliists wlio are lc<l by men wlio 
h.ave apparently liad .-i niodern iiiiiitary 
education, openly announce that tliey 
are Invading Yunnan on behalf of Sun 
Yat-sen, (who is known to the govern- 
ment as Sun \Ven) ' the "Supreme 
Head" of tlieir society. 

An Urgent Telegram. 

In an urgent telegram to the Peking 
government, Vlveroy ilsl Liang of tho 
Yun-Ivuei provinces declares tluit the 
insurgents seem to ho well provided 
with money, a cnmmis.<ariat and lire- 
arms of tlie best kind anil also pos- 
sess" a— great qitantlty-of- ammunition, 
as If prepared for. a long campaign. ^ 
Owing to the .sleq'der strength of the i 
Yunnan army .V.ieeroy 'HsliElang begs , 
the government to, Issiic Instructions 
calling- upon- the viceroys" and spver- 
rors (if- the provinces bhrdoriirg- .the 
Yun-Kuol viceroyalty, to ■ sciid' rein- 
forcements and suiiplles of war wd'th- 
out delay to assist the Yunnan troops; 
falling whicli Hsi J^limg repiirt.s tliat 
he cannot iioi)e to resist the insurgents 
HUCcessfuU.v. In resiionse to this ap- 
I>eal ,an Imperial rescript was at once 
sent by lele.graph to 11. K. f.'lian.g 
i\Ilng-chl, governor of Kuangsi, wliieh 
adjoin.^ Yunnan i)ro\-ince, to send with 
all haste tli(\ troops under the com- 
mand of Generals Lung tMil-kuang and 
Lu Yung- ting to tho rescue. 

Viceroy lisi Lalng has also . re- 
ceived a special Imperial edict censur- 
ing hln]- for being thus taken unawares 
by tho iii:>''ail(ng antl -monarchists and 
makes him' ro.spon.-ilblo foi- any unto- 
ward crisis that may Iiereafter oec-ur. 
At the .s<ame time he has hvon Infnrni- 
ed that the Waiwupu liiis sent a iiro- 
test to tho I-'reneh minister in Peking 
in that the French authorities In Anam 
had suffered such an irruption to start 
from their territory, and asking thai 
:in a remedy a strict sujiervlsion of the 
frontiers be made witlioiit dehiy in 
order to prevent further supplies from 
crossing Into Yunnan or Kuangsi to 
the aid of the antl-monarelilsts. l''ur- 
thermore as there are numerous French 
subjects In the vicinity of Holtou and 
Jlengtze near the scene of disturb- 
ances, Viveroy HM Liang has bfen 
commanded lo take extra precautions 
for their iirotcction.

Before giving the report I wish at 
this time to express my sincere ap- 
preciation of the loyal support and the 
many expressions of love which I have

How niucli- dear, fellow workers this 
moans the women whom you ask to 
take the Tesponsibility of the leader- 
ship In the work. I cannot say. You 
.cannot realize but I want to emphasi-/!e 
that^mucli of the-succeas of this year 
of - achievemerit is the result of your 
'loyalty to me and the other officer. 
■I' 'la;, the majority of the unions, a 
reception was held for the purpose of 
getting into full membership all those 
whose names were, secured by Hiss 
Muf'uutt, and arrangements were made 
for. the. collection of the campaign 
fund.' When necessary, I assented per- 
spnally-in the collection of thl-s money, 
and gave such help and incentive to 
tho worlc generally as lay in my pow- 
er to give. At Abbotsford, a new un- 
ion was organized, also at Mi.'^slon and 
at Nelson. In Vancouver, the West 
End and Epworth union.s were orga- 
nized by Mrs. Asa Gordpn, and Fair- 
view union re-organized, besides fine 
organizations being effected at Lad- 
ner and at Armstrong.

New Y'ork, Juno 17.— Tho extremely 
narrow dimensions of the stocli mar- 
ket was still Its most striking feature 
today. Under the circumstances of 
tho dulnoss and apathy of the deal- 
ings, the desultory price movements 
are not very signitlcant. Tho upward 
movement of yesterday evidently 
lacked motive power for any- long con- 
tinuance, and the reaction came by 
nild-day today, 

Tho principal active factor In bring- 
in? the turn of the markQt today was 
the decision of the directors of the 
Cleveland; Cincinnati and St. Louis 
and of the Lake Erie and Western to 
pass the dividend on common stock 
of the first company and on the pre- 
f(!rred stoclv of the second. While 
those railroads are not In the llrst 
rank of importance, the tact of the 
Vanderl)llt control of them lends some 
special .sentimental Ijilhience to the 
lliianclal policy pursued by their di- 
rectors. The passing of these dividends 
follows a reduction dochlod on in Jan- 
uary from the rate whicli had bet'U 
paid for half a dnzoii yeiir.s p'roced- 
ing. The procedlng reduction was 
taken to measure tho e.\tent of tlie 
impairment of power to return prollts 
which was the first efTcot of the flnan- 
clal crisis, and this leaves ground for 
the inference that the estimates made 
at that time of railroads, have been 
necessarily revl.sod In the light of later 
developments. The Industrials espec- 
ially American Locomotive, suffered 
from apprehension of a similar reduc- 
tion in contemiilatlon. 

Kngagemenls of gold for export to- 
morrow iiroved unexpectedly large, 
reaching $3,2,')0,00O. No fears are en- 
tertained of tlie effect nn tho United 
States money market of this outgo, 
interest continuing to recede.

BREIVI ERTON DOCK 

Puget Sound Navy Yard Soon to Have 
Drydock of Unusually Large 
Dimensions 



Seattle, June 17. — Bids for the mam- 
moth drydock that is to bo built at the 
Puget Sound navy yard will be 6pened 
In Washington July 18, according to 
information just received nt tho navy 
office In Bremerton. Tho drydock, 
which will be one of tho largest in 
the world, and which will cost $2,- 
000,000, must bo completed within 
tlilrty-six months after the contract 
is awarded. 

This is six montlis less than was to 
have been allowed for the drydock 
planned some time ngo when it was 
Intended to erect a $1,200,000 drydock. 
Because of tlie delay occasioned last 
year, ha.-ite will bo tho factor. For 
evorj' day that exceeds tho .time limit 
of the contract, the contractor must 
pay $100. 

The now dn'dock will bo 863 foot 
long and 185 feet wide, oxcoedlnff the 
length of the present dock by more 
than 200 foot, ffiving Bremerton the 
largest naval drydoek In . tho United 
States, and ono that will rank among 
the largest in the world. Because of 
the pressing need for it, ovary effort 
will bo made to begin work ns soon 
after Jt!ly 18 ns poHsIblo, so an to
